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Naval Investigators 
Still Ruining Gay Lives

President Clinton’s com¬ 
promise military proposal 
known as “don’t ask, don’t 
tell, don’t pursue,’’ currently 
winding its way through the 
Congressional amendment 
and approval process, doesn’t 
start until October 1. In the 
meantime, military investiga¬ 
tions into the private lives of 
its personnel continues—with 
a twist: the pursuit of evi¬ 
dence now includes searching 
the off-base homes of civil¬ 
ians. 

On July 30 in San Diego 


investigators of the Naval In¬ 
telligence Services, armed 
with a District court-ordered 
search warrant, entered the 
North Park home of Norman 
Furance, an African-Ameri¬ 
can who served in the Navy 
for four years, looking for a 
videotape of Furance orally 
copulating with an active 
duty petty officer. They also 
sought letters and other pa¬ 
pers that might prove the of¬ 
ficer is gay. 

In interviews with local 
San Diego television stations. 
Furnace complained that the 


NIS “barged’’ into his home 
and ransacked his house look¬ 
ing for the evidence against 
the petty officer who Furance 
acknowledges knowing. 

Furance showed reporters 
how the NIS conducted the 
search, even going through 
his sock drawer. They finally 
left with 26 videotapes (some 
from his Star Trek collection) 
and a number of private pa¬ 
pers and correspondence — in¬ 
cluding medical records with 
his HIV status report. 

“No one has the right to

Orange County Boys 
Plead Guilty to Bashing 

Not a Plea-Bargain, but One Could Walk Free

Over six months have 
passed since the moonlit Jan¬ 
uary night that a group of at 
least ten South County 
teenage boys “got bored’’ and, 
according to witnesses, went 
down to Laguna Beach to 
“beat up a fag.’’ 

The events of that night 
left 55-year-old Loc Minh 
Truong lying on a rocky 
stretch of the beach below 
Mountain Street beaten be¬ 
yond recognition. The small, 
5’6’’, 120 lb. victim was rushed 
to Mission Hospital after po¬ 
lice responded to two simulta¬ 
neous 911 calls and found him 
lying on the beach below the 
steps unconscious with his 
left eye partially hanging out 
of its socket and a rock 
lodged three quarters of an 
inch in the back of his head. 
His face had been so badly 
beaten that police could not 


initially determine his race. 

Defendants in the case, 
Christopher Cribbins and Jeff 
Raines, appeared before 
Judge Charles Dickey in Su¬ 
perior Court on Mond^, Au¬ 
gust 2. They indicated 
through their attorneys, 
Denise Gragg and Fred 
McBride, that they would en¬ 
ter a guilty plea if Judge Dick¬ 
ey would accept the terms of 
a plea bargain that was nego¬ 
tiated by Deputy District At¬ 
torney Craig McKinnon in the 
final hours before their sched¬ 
uled appearance. 

Gays, lesbians, and mem¬ 
bers of the Asian-American 
community had expressed 
concern about the prospect of 
a hasty plea bargain that 
would minimize the serious¬ 
ness of the crime, but their 
fears turned out to be unwar¬ 
ranted: Prosecutor McKinnon 
held firm on the counts 
against the pair and none of

cision. It’s not binding. Judges 
do not have to look at this de¬ 
cision, but it certainly makes 
it eaisier for other judges,” Al¬ 
varez told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

The INS may appeal the 
ruling. 

Alvarex said that Tenorio’s 
defense was able to exhaus¬ 
tively prove the persecution 
of gays through numerous 
anti-gay Brazilian newspaper 
editorials, and testimony 
about anti-gay gangs that are 
formed — often in cahoots 
with Brazilian police — to 
prey on homosexuals. 

“It was a very careful deci¬ 
sion,” said Jorje Cortines, pro¬ 
gram director of the Interna¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission. “It’s 
an enormous victory. What 
has to happen now is that 
more pressure needs to be 
placed on the INS.” 

During Tenorio’s trial, ID 
GHRC provided expert testi¬ 
mony about the persecution 
of gays in Brazil, including 
the testimony of Louis Malt, 
a Brazilian anthropologist who 
was flown in to testify at the 
trial. 

Also significant was the 
documentation that the U.S. 
State Department issued an 
advisory concerning the hu¬ 
man rights situation in Brazil 
— including the persecution of 
gays, based on information 
provided by ILGHRC 

Cortines said that the Jus¬ 
tice Department head Janet 
Reno needs to codify the rul¬ 
ing and direct INS field of¬ 
fices around the country to 
recognize that lesbian and gay 
people as a social group have 
“legitimate asylum cl 2 iim is¬ 
sues.” 

Such action would prevent 
other persecuted gays and les¬ 
bians who flee to United 
States from being sent back 
to countries like Brazil, Iran, 
and other countries where ho¬ 
mosexuals are routinely per¬ 
secuted and killed because of 
their sexual orientation. ▼

In a ground-breaking deci¬ 
sion on July 26, an Immigra¬ 
tion and Naturalization Ser¬ 
vice administrative law judge 
granted a 32-year-old Brazil¬ 
ian man political asylum on 
the grounds that he suffered 
persecution because of his 
sexual orientation. 

In the an 18-page decision. 
Judge Phillip Leadbeter 
granted asylum to Marcello 
Tenorio, who was arrested in 
1992 — two years after he ille¬ 


gally entered the country 
from Mexico after fleeing 
Brazil for his life. 

“The judge ruled that ho¬ 
mosexuals are members of a 
persecuted social group wor¬ 
thy of asylum if they can 
prove there is a well-founded 
fear of persecution,” said at¬ 
torney Tanya Alvarez, who 
represented Tenorio. 

Tenorio fled Brazil follow¬ 
ing a 1989 attack by an anti¬ 
gay gang in Rio De Janeiro 
while leaving a gay disco. 

“It’s a ground-breaking de-

the charges were reduced. In 
exchange for their guilty 
pleas, both defendants were 
given a reduced “lid” on the 
maximum terms of the initial 
sentences. 

Raines entered a plea of 
guilty on all charges of at¬ 
tempted murder, aggravated 
assault, and committing a 
hate crime, admitting that he 
attempted to kill 55-year-old 
Loc Minh Truong because he 
believed him to be gay. Had 


the case gone to trial, Raines 
would have faced up to 15 
years in prison. He will now 
be sentenced to no more them 
11 years in prison. 

Cribbins pleaded guilty to 
aggravated assault and com¬ 
mitting a hate crime. He now 
faces a maximum initial sen¬ 
tence of one year in county 
jail, as opposed to the seven 
years in state prison that he 
could have received if the

Mixner Busted at White House

Former Army Sergeant 
Miriam Ben-Shalom wore her 
uniform, complete with hat 
and medals; an act of civil dis¬ 
obedience if worn for political 
purposes. The Victory Fund’s 
William Wayboum and David 
Mixner and John Duran from 
ANGLE (Access Now for Gay 
and Lesbian Equality) were 
among those who wore suits 
and ties despite the humid 
Washington heat. Attorney 
Diane Abbitt wore a dress. 
Her partner Roberta Bennett 
wore a skirt and jacket. Both 
lesbians wore high heels. 

Hardly the usual attire of 
furious lesbians and gays de¬ 
termined to get arrested in 
front of the White House to 
protest President Clinton’s so- 
called “honorable compro- 
mise’’on gays in the military. 
(In contrast, the 28 protesters 
who were arrested on that 
same spot, over that same is¬ 
sue, the week before, wore 
the more traditional jeans and 
political T-shirts.) But on Fri¬ 
day, July 30, the crowd of an¬ 
gry demonstrators was 
decked out in suits 2 ind ties, 
dresses and heels, in a man¬ 
ner reminiscent of the non-vi¬ 
olent civil disobedience 
protests marshalled by Di. 
Martin Luther King Jr., with 
whom Mixner was first air- 
rested. 

And like that civil rights 
protest movement, the 130 
demonstrators gathered out¬ 
side the White House on July 
30 also saing “We Shall Over¬ 
come,” and patriotic songs 
such as “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” Only this crowd 
added a decisively queer per¬ 
spective, singing “We Are a 
Cxentle Loving People,” and 
chanting “Shame! Shame! 
Shame!” as they pointed in 
outrage at the House where 
Clinton lives. 

Most of the demonstrators 
had gathered at the National 
Organization for Women 
headquarters a few blocks 
away from the White House 
to get civil disobedience train¬ 
ing prior to the action. NOW 
President Patricia Ireland, 
dressed in a “Lift the Ban 
NOW” T-shirt, was one of 
several women slated to be 
arrested. 

From there the protesters 
marched arm in arm to 
Lafayette Park, the traditional 
“people’s protest park.” As 
they approached the waiting 
media, someone handed Ire¬ 
land a “Lesbian Rights” 
poster which she carried in 
front of her. Bennett carried 
the Rainbow flag; Ben- 
Shalom carried the American 
flag others carried military 
flags, “Uncle Sam” posters, 
the ACLU’s “End Discrimina¬ 
tion! Lift the Ban” posters, 
and a “Gay & Lesbian Vote” 
poster once waved so proudly 
and prominently at the 
Democratic Convention. 

At the park they were 
joined by the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund’s Tim 
McFeeley, the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force’s 
Tanya Domi, uniformed 
Green Beret Sergeant Don 
Maciver, a minister, several 
people from the disbanding 
Campaign for Military Ser¬ 
vice, and other supporters. 

McFeeley set the tone: 
“This is not a compromise. 
This is totally unacceptable,” 
he said at a news conference. 
Mixner talked about his sense 
of betrayal. Ireland, Abbitt 
and Bennett also spoke. 

“It is important for the 


President to know that AN¬ 
GLE — which had worked so 
hard for his election sind was 
responsible for raising so 
much money — was here pick¬ 
eting him. We feel he didn’t 
deliver on his promises,” Ben¬ 
nett later recalled saying. 
“We’re not going to forget. 
We’re going to dog his every 
footstep.” 

“Bring back Bush!" 

Also joining the protesters 
were four counter-demonstra¬ 
tors from ACT UP’s Presi¬ 
dential Project, who fell in be¬ 
hind the front line waving 
“What About AIDS?” posters 
and yelling “AIDS is the is¬ 
sue” during the news confer¬ 
ence, according to Jeremy 
Bernard, one of Mixner’s as¬ 
sociates. As the demonstra¬ 
tors crossed the street to the 
White House, one of the 
AIDS protesters became 
“very loud and aggressive,” 
telling the demonstrators “I 
hope you all get AIDS and 
die!” and yelling “Fight AIDS 
— bring back Bush!” It was a 
comment that was picked up 
and replayed repeatedly on 
Pat Robertson’s Family (Chan¬ 
nel, formerly the Christian 
Broadcasting Network. 

At one point, Bernard said 
later, the loudest AIDS 
counter-demonstrator was 
standing behind a group of 
NOW women and yelled, 
“You dumb, lesbian bitches — 
you don’t know what you’re 
talking about! People are dy¬ 
ing!” The women tried to ig¬ 
nore him. Finally, said 
Bernard, a male protester 
turned around and said, “A 
lot of women die of breast 
cancer and I don’t see you 
protesting that!” 

The incident is disputed by 
members of ACT UP’s Presi¬ 
dential Project, who ex¬ 
pressed outrage to the B.A.R. 
that Bennett would make 
such an allegation. 

Bennett was frustrated by 
the counter-demonstrators, 
noting that a number of the 
anti-compromise protesters 
were HIV-infected. “They 
have a right to demonstrate 
and they’re angary — and I un¬ 


derstand their anger,” she 
said in a phone interview Au¬ 
gust 2. “But just as the mili¬ 
tary isn’t the only issue, AIDS 
isn’t the only issue either. I 
wish they would have a little 
bit more respect for members 
of our own community. I’ve 
been to AIDS demonstrations 
and candlelight vigils. I’ve 
mourned for the dead with 
my brothers and sisters — and 
everybody in that group 
could say the same.” 

When the police an¬ 
nounced the order to dis¬ 
perse, all but 28 crossed the 
street to Lafayette Park and 
one by one the police arrested 
the protesters, including 
Mixner, Abbitt, Bennett, and 
Ireland. Some of the White 
House staff came out to 
watch. 

As Mixner was arrested, a 
chant went up from the 
counter-demonstrators: “Beat 
him up! Lock him up! Throw 
away the key!” 

Finally, the Park and DC. 
Police told the AIDS pro¬ 
testers they had a right to 
demonstrate — but so did the 
anti-compromise protesters, 
and they moved the four 
AIDS protesters around the 
corner. Mixner and the others 
were led to air-conditioned 
luxury buses. 

The extraordinarily polite 
treatment by the police did 
not go unnoticed by onlook¬ 
ers: Cindy Loose of The 
Washington Post pointed out 
that “one protester was allow¬ 
ed to wear a microphone pro¬ 
vided by the Fox television 
station. The officer arranged to 
return the microphone to a 
Fox reporter standing behind 
police barricades once the man 
was arrested.” 

For Bennett, one thing was 
very different from her previ¬ 
ous protest arrests. “The only 
thing that gave me food for 
thought was that they video¬ 
taped the entire thing,” she 
chuckled. “I thought, that’s 
nice. Now they have me on 
tape and the Secret Service 
will look me up every time 
the President comes to town.” 

Clinton is expected to visit 
Los Angeles in September. T

Parade Finances Made Public 

...Plus a Chance To Get Involved in Picking Next Year's Theme

Donations collected by 
Community United Against 
Violence from attendees at 
this year’s controversial annu¬ 
al Lesbian and Gay Freedom 
Day parade and Celebration 
were up an estimated 50 per¬ 
cent compared to last year’s 
take, figures indicate. 

Parade co-chair Marsha 
Levine attributes the $12,520 
raised through donation buck¬ 
ets to “the new and visually 
stunning celebration site, a 
record-breaking crowd, and 
perfect weather.’’ 

Community United 
Against Violence received a 
check for $6,260 for their ef¬ 
forts in staffing the collection 
buckets at the Embarcadero. 
Last year four organizations 
split more than $4,000 in 
change and bills collected 
through the buckets at the 
Civic Center site. 

Although the final bills for 
street cleaning and rerouting 
MUNI during the annual 
parade, which organizers 
estimated drew nearly 400,000 
people, are not yet in, Levine 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the parade may even have 
enough left over to pay off a 
$50,000 debt owed by last 
year’s parade committee. 

“We’re extremely hopeful. 
It really depends on the bills 
that we’re still waiting on. We 
expect to see them within the 
next two months,” she said. 

The parade’s budget for 
the fiscal year was $260,000 — 
$70,000 less than least year’s 
budget — and Levine said that 
once the bills are in, the 
group may even have just 
enough cash to continue basic 
operations through Septem¬ 
ber 30, the end of the fiscal 
year. 

“At that time, the new 
board of directors will take 
on the management of a fis¬ 
cally sound organization,” 
Levine said. 

In addition to the dispersal 
of funds from the buckets, 
Levine announced that some 
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groups that staffed beverage 
booths will see an increase 
over past years when they re¬ 
ceive their donation checks. 

More than $17,500 in sales 
from beverages will be re¬ 
turned to community groups 
including the Knights of Mal¬ 
ta, The Alice B. Toklas Les¬ 
bian and Gay Democratic 
Club, International Ms. 
Leather, the Golden State 
Gay Rodeo Association, the 
Imperial and Ducal Courts, 
eind other community organi¬ 
zations. 

Although the parade route 
and location of the celebra¬ 
tion on the Embarcadero was 
“a great success,” according to 
Levine, it has not yet been de¬ 
termined whether the route 
will remain the same next 
year, due to Muni’s plans to 
build a turn-around for the K 
streetcar in the area, as well 
as additional possible con¬ 


struction along the Embeir- 
cadero. 

Also, Levine said. Civic 
Center will still be undergo¬ 
ing extensive construction as 
the New Main Library is 
erected and remaining build¬ 
ings in the area undergo seis¬ 
mic retrofitting. 

Nominations and elections 
for the board of directors of 
the organization will take 
place at the Parade office — 
205 13th Street at Mission — 
on Sunday, August 8. There 
are openings for four male 
and female directors and two 
alternate directors. 

Also on the agenda are 
suggestions for the theme of 
the 1994 parade and event 
planning. Meetings are al¬ 
ways open to the public. For 
information information, con¬ 
tact the San Francisco Les¬ 
bian and Gay Freedom Day 
Parade and Celebration Com¬ 
mittee at 864-FREE.

Lumpkin Controversy Escalates 

she did not see it as her role

At least four lesbian and 
gay city Commissioners have 
expressed concern over a con¬ 
troversial newspaper ad that 
appeared last week, slamming 
Mayor Jordan’s refusal to dis¬ 
miss the Reverend Eugene 
Lumpkin from the City’s Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission. 

The ad called their public 
silence on the issue “collabo¬ 
ration,” and demanded that 
all lesbian, gay, and bisexual 
members of the Jordan ad¬ 
ministration “publicly end 
their silence” before the Au¬ 
gust 12 meeting of the Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission. 

Gay pollster David Binder, 
an Agnos appointee to the 
City Advisory Committee on 
Elections, wondered why he 
was named when three other 
members of the committee — 
Richmond Young, Brian 
Mavrogeorge, and Chris Bow¬ 
man — were omitted from the 
ad. 

“I didn’t see any of their 
names in the ad,” Binder told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “And 
I want to make it clear that 
I’m speaking as a gay man 


and not as a pollster. I under¬ 
stand what they are trying to 
do but they are going about it 
the wrong way.” 

But, Binder said, he be¬ 
lieved that Lumpkin’s pres¬ 
ence on the Commission 
would discourage gays and 
lesbians from going before 
the Commission and that he 
believed Lumpkin should be 
removed. 

Fire Commissioner Norma 
Molinar expressed concern 
that she received a call in¬ 
forming her she would be 
named in the ad if she did not 
respond by a certain deadline 
to the so-called “Committee 
To Stop Frank Jordan’s Big¬ 
otry” — while Molinar had 
been out of town. 

But Molinar had an earful 
for the signers of the ad. 

“I don’t think Frank Jor¬ 
dan’s a bigot. I’m not a collab¬ 
orationist in any way. I don’t 
have all the facts, but the role 
of a Commissioner is to wear 
different hats,” she said. 

Molinar said that what 
Lumpkin said as a preacher, 
£ind how he voted as a Hu¬ 
man Rights Commissioner, 
were separate issues and that 


to interfere with other Com¬ 
missions. 

“I don’t have all the facts, 
but I understand he has an 
outstanding voting record on 
lesbian and gay rights issues,” 
she said. 

War Memorial Commis¬ 
sioner Tom Horn was blunt 
in his assessment of the situa¬ 
tion. 

“It’s not up to me. I don’t 
appoint for fire commission¬ 
ers. I’m not going to tell the 
Mayor what to do,” he said. 
“I’m an old ACLU lawyer. 
I’ve defended people for 
decades who have had very 
unpopular beliefs, so I’m kind 
of used to being in that mix.” 

Redevelopment Commis¬ 
sioner Jon Kouba echoed 
some of Horn’s sentiments, 
adding that he did not share 
Lumpkin’s religious beliefs. 

“I’d love to debate Rev¬ 
erend Lumpkin on theologi¬ 
cal points,” Kouba said. 

Kouba also told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he was 
out of town when the mes¬ 
sage about the ad — with a 
deadline — came into his of¬ 
fice. T 


Shanti Community Meeting 
Answers Public's Questions

About 40 people, mostly 
Shanti volunteers and clients, 
attended a community meet¬ 
ing with several members of 
the Shanti Board of directors 
at Douglass Alternative 
School in the Castro on Tues¬ 
day, July 28. 

The hour and a half meet¬ 
ing was an opportunity for 
Shanti clients, volunteers, and 
staff — and the public—to talk 
with board members about is¬ 
sues of concern facing the 
agency, which was stripped of 
its housing services contracts 
for people with AIDS earlier 
this year. 

“The issues of concern are 
our ability to continue as an 
organization and the impact 
of the negativity publicity,” 
said Peter Cassells, a Shanti 
spokesman. 

The agency’s contracts for 
housing 150 people with 
AIDS in congregate resi¬ 
dences and special needs facil¬ 
ities were pulled by the De¬ 
partment of Public Health af¬ 
ter revelations that the agency 
owes the city an estimated 
$418,000 out of $2.2 million in 


contracts for housing and psy¬ 
chosocial and emotional ser¬ 
vice during the 1991-92 fiscal 
year. 

Shanti must repay the 
funds because they were mis¬ 
spent within the agency and 
that the agency had billed the 
city for services it failed to de¬ 
liver. 

At the community meet¬ 
ing, Shanti also announced 
that it has begun a national 
search for a new executive di¬ 
rector to replace Eric Rofes, 
who resigned in April. 

The agency hopes to have 
a new executive director 
named by October 1, the date 
an audit of the agency is due 
in the Health Department’s 
AIDS Office. 

“The board of directors 
wants to appoint the best- 
qualified individual possible, 
so we’re reaching out to our 
constituencies and to the com¬ 
munity for input,” said Doug 
Holloway, Shanti’s board 
chair. 

During the community 
meeting, Holloway and inter¬ 
im executive director Paul 
Lambros answered questions 
from the audience and clients 


about Shanti. 

Holloway acknowledged 
that although the agency has 
turned around the financial 
and accounting difficulties, 
that recent media coverage of 
the issues has affected the 
agency’s ability to continue its 
work, because volunteers and 
donations have declined. 

But, Holloway said, the 
agency intends to continue its 
mission, and to “rebuild com¬ 
munity trust.” 

“It’s the intention of the 
board, and my intention, to 
return Shanti to a position of 
preeminence,” Holloway said. 

Holloway reiterated that 
the agency’s fiscal troubles 
were for a previous contract 
year, that they have been re¬ 
solved, and that Shanti, which 
created the standard for 
AIDS support services, will 
continue to provide client ad¬ 
vocacy, emotional support, 
hospital based counseling, 
practical assistance, support 
groups, and transportation to 
more than 1,000 people with 
AIDS, and their loved ones, 
each month. ▼

“MAA has a strong base of 
talented activists throughout 
the country, and increasingly, 
throughout the world. “I look 
forward to working with 
them to further pursue an 
agenda of grass roots activity 
aimed at protecting and in¬ 
creasing funding for AIDS 
treatment, education and 
care,” Shriver said. 

In addition to national ef¬ 
forts, Shriver is also expected 
to redouble the agency’s state

wide and local grass roots 
AIDS organizing. 

“I think Mike Shriver is 
one of the most articulate 
spokespeople and one of the 
best advocates in the coun¬ 
try,” said San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation head Pat Chris¬ 
ten. “I have been proud to 
work with him in Washing¬ 
ton, and on the state and local 
level.

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Migden, Others, Seek Funds To 
Create a Gay Community Center

A coordinated effort to 
plan for a San Francisco les¬ 
bian and gay community cen¬ 
ter is underway. Supervisor 
Carole Migden’s office an¬ 
nounced last week. 

The effort involves a plan¬ 
ning group of about 40 people 
and the fiscsil agency of the 
San Francisco Women’s 
Building, according to Dana 
Van Gorder, Migden’s legisla¬ 
tive aide. 

The group has applied for 
$50,000 in funds from the 
Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development. 

“The funds are to develop 
a comprehensive plan for 
how the whole thing would 
work,” said Van Gorder, 
“where it would be located, 
what it would look like, and 
some sense of how it would 
be geared to serve the com¬ 
munity.” 

That there is a need for 
such a center is not at issue. 
Van Gorder told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“It’s been a long-standing 
desire of the community to 
have a focal point for commu¬ 
nity organizing efforts and 
community services,” he said. 
“People need a place to go 
that’s really our space. Where 
can you go outside of the bars 
to make friends, to meet peo¬ 
ple, to create a sense of com¬ 
munity, to just sort of hang 
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out with people?” 

If the application for the 
planning funds is approved, 
they will be available in Jan¬ 
uary 1994, according to Van 
Gorder. 

“Many of us have had a 
long-standing interest in es¬ 
tablishing a lesbian and gay 
community center. There was 
an attempt 12 years ago, but 
it never really got off the 
ground,” said Migden. “We’re 
trying to garner funds for it.” 


The center would go a 
long way to meeting social 
and emotional needs of les¬ 
bians and gays who feel iso¬ 
lated from each other because 
of age, gender, racial and in¬ 
come differences, Migden 
said. 

Such a center would also 
help as an AIDS prevention 
measure for gay men, as well. 

“It’s being eisserted that 
AIDS prevention now needs 
to focus on the psychological 
and emotional issues that gay 
men have that prevent them 
from safe sex. One of those is¬ 
sues is self-esteem and the 
sense of future and a future 
for the community,” Van 
Gorder said. 

“We need to do all we can 
do to foster a sense of com¬ 
munity for people who don’t 
go to bars or coffee houses. 
There’s a real need for this,” he 
said. 

Van Gorder said that his 
discussion about a variety of 
possible sites for such a cen¬ 
ter. 

“There are discussions 
with people from OCD, the 
Redevelopment Agency, and 
Parking and Traffic, who are 
interested in looking for a 
space for a big parking garage 
in the Castro. Maybe it could 
be built on the top,” he 
said.T

Dialogue Rolling 

So which is better, a good enemy or a lousy friend? 

How interesting that the Lumpkin controversy occurred at 
the same time as the military ban debacle. (For those who are 
returning from a long seclusion, the Reverend Eugene Lump¬ 
kin is the Humem Rights Commissioner who told the Chron¬ 
icle that he believes, and preaches, that homosexuality is an 
abomination; the military ban disaster concerns President Clin¬ 
ton’s capitulation on his promised executive order banning dis¬ 
criminatory hiring in the entire Federal government — includ¬ 
ing the military — based on sexual orientation. Over time that 
got whittled down to an intent to end such discrimination in 
the military only. Eventually, bigots in the Senate were able 
to prevent even that much, and instead initiated an idiotic pol¬ 
icy where if lesbieuis and gays are very very quiet, their so- 
cedled superior officers maybe won’t go hunting them. It has 
been called a “don’t ask, don’t tell’’ policy. Also “unworkable.”) 

Anyway, the conjunction of these events is remarkable in 
that they illustrate the two sides of more than one coin. 

Clinton is, of course, our lousy friend; Lumpkin, surprising¬ 
ly, is a good enemy. We wish the president’s voting record 
were as supportive of his gay constituency as Lumpkin’s, de¬ 
spite whatever they believe or say in private. 

We don’t think Lumpkin was necessarily a good choice for 
his post; he sure wouldn’t have been the first person we would 
have turned to to fill it. But the same was true of C Everett 
Koop, when Reagan appointed him Surgeon (jeneral. 

Koop became Reagan’s best appointment, despite his per¬ 
sonal conservative beliefs. It’s not likely Koop was magically 
transformed overnight; rather, he went to work, did his job, 
and left his feelings at the door where they belonged. He still 
supports conservative candidates we abhor, but that doesn’t di¬ 
minish the respect we have for the job he did, part of which 
was to engage in dialogue with others of different beliefs. 

Lumpkin is also so charged. And as long as people are de¬ 
manding his ouster because of what he says — or, much scarier, 
for what he thinks — rather than what he has done, it’s prob¬ 
lematic. There are many faiths that do not particularly care for 
us: are all Shi’ites automatically disqualified for the Commis¬ 
sion? All Orthodox Jews? All Catholics? (We decline to be 
drawn into the partisanship issue of whether Agnos’s choice 
of a Catholic priest who believed we were intrinsically evil is 
better than Jordan’s choice of Lumpkin, but we do caution the 
community that it can be construed by some to be racist, since 
the former was white and the latter is African-American.) 


Of all the wonders of this country, we probably like the first 
amendment best. Of course, we’re in a business that depends 
on that wonderful addition to our Constitution. But more than 
that, we like the idea of free speech, and speaking freely. More 
dialogue is always what’s required, not less. 

Okay, there are state secrets and yelling “fire” in a crowded 
theatre, but the instances where it is acceptable to curtail 
speech are extremely rare. In Lumpkin’s case, we don’t think 
he — or the rest of the city — would benefit from everyone sim¬ 
ply shutting up. In fact, we might suggest if he weren’t on the 
Human Rights Commission, that he should sit in on a few of 
its meetings until he understood the extent of anti-gay bigotry. 
But since he is there already, that is almost an inevitability: by 
the time he takes his leave, he will know better than most het¬ 
erosexuals what lesbians and gays are like. He will know that 
we are not after special rights, just the same ones everyone 
else already has. He will know not to fear us. He may still feel 
we are doomed to hell, as is his right, but as with Koop, we 
don’t need to make him think like us to respect his record. 

And, as we have said, his voting record is not bad. 


We know we are irritating some readers by raising these is¬ 
sues, but we can’t apologize for trying to initiate more dialogue 
on the issue. We refuse to be held hostage to a “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” policy. And we don’t expect others to put up with it ei¬ 
ther, even those who aren’t so supportive of us. 

We urge people to eschew the policies of the Oregon and 
Colorado bigots, the Senate Armed Services Committee, and 
religious fundamentalists of any stripe: don’t shut down dia¬ 
logue, demand it.

It's Free Speech, Stupid! 

If there is one thing that the battle over gays in the 
military proved, it is that the gay rights movement has 
forgotten why it was able to score the legal victories 
it has over the years. 

Dennis Conkin is right when he says in his B.A.R. 
July 22 column that the issue will inevitably wind up 
in the Supreme Court. Everyone agrees with that 
assessment — even die-hard supporters of continuing 
the existing ban. 

But anyone who thinks that gays will win on the 
basis of the equal protection clause of the 14th Amend¬ 
ment had better take a cold shower and face reality: 
Hardwick v. Bowers will prohibit a complete lifting 
of the ban as long as 22 states continue to outlaw 
sodomy — as does the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice. 

There is only one legal ground that gays can suc¬ 
cessfully use to lift the ban — and even then, only par¬ 
tially. And that is the fact that lower courts have ruled 
since 1979, when the California Supreme Court hand¬ 
ed down its landmark ruling in Gay Law Students v. 
Pacific Telephone, that employers cannot fire 
employees solely on the basis of the employee declar¬ 
ing — either publicly or privately — that he or she is 
gay or bisexual. 

The court ruled that coming out is an act of free 
speech fully protected by the First Amendment, and 
that it is unconstitutional to fire someone for exercis¬ 
ing that act, unrelated to job performance. 

Mr. President, Senator Nunn, it’s Free Speech, 
stupid!

Time to Kick Ass and Take Names! 

The following letter was sent to Pope John 
Paul II arid other Catholic Church officials: 

When Pat Burke (the editor of Update) died, I resolv¬ 
ed that in his memory, I would practice “zero 
tolerance” of homophobia — and wherever I find it, 

I will respond to it. The Pope’s recent attack on 
feminism occasioned the following; 

The Roman Catholic Church has oppressed women, 
gay and lesbians for a thousand years and the Bishop 
of Rome has the gall to wonder why we are turning 
to the Goddess and other forms of spirituality that 
meet our needs. His claim of infallibility does not ab¬ 
solve him of stupidity. In case he hasn’t noticed (and 
the American bishops are probably too scared to tell 
him), he is in the process of losing the American 
Church. American women do not take kindly to be¬ 
ing treated as second-class citizens; Roman Catholic 
gay men and lesbians are continuing to receive the 
sacraments of Dignity masses where they are safe 
from Rome’s lightning bolts of homophobia, guilt and 
interdiction; the rest of us would probably ignore him 
if he wasn’t trying to prevent us from achieving our 
civil rights. Paul Monette said it best: 

“Organized religion is the school of hate, and never 
more exultant in its righteous indignation than when 
it talks about Gays and Lesbians. In America, the unholy 
alliance between the know-nothing fundamentalists 
and the Catholic hierarchy keeps the faithful whip¬ 
ped up to a frenzy of witch-hunting and fag-bashing. 
We ‘stand as a proxy for all that is evil,’ according to 
one researcher of homophobia, such that ‘hating gay 
men and lesbians is a litmus test for being a moral 
person’. 

“A new Inquisition is in full cry, led by the rabid dog 
in brocade, Cardinal Ratzingel^of the Curia, a 
malevolent divine who laid down the law that loving 
Gay was a matter of ‘intrinsic evil.’ Hardly a week goes 
by that we don’t hear from the pope’s minions in the 
colonies — O’Connor in New York, Mahony in Los 
Angeles — jewing their misogyny and homophobia, 
delirious with triumph that sex finally equals death. 

“I and my brothers and sisters are the victims of a 
pogrom, cold-bloodedly orchestrated in the situation 
rooms of the Vatican.” (From “Becoming A Man). 

Several years ago, when I was a peer counselor at 
the local Gay and Lesbian Community Center, a 
distraught mother came to me. Her daughter had just 
told her that she was a lesbian. The woman had sought 
counsel from her parish priest (an Irish monsignor, 
naturally). His response? “Think of her as dead.” (!) If 
that is mirroring the image of Christ, I’m a virgin with 
a 28-inch waist! (Not!). 

Now, AIDS is killing my brothers and sisters and the 
bishops and priests stand by, washing their hands like 
Pontius Pilate and refusing to do anything because the 
AIDS projects hand out condoms and advocate safe 
sex. If God’s judgement is going to fall on anyone, it 
is the Roman Catholic Church. 

It’s time to say it and say it loud: “The Roman 
Catholic Church is the enemy” and their hypocrisy 
and homophobia are killing us. It’s also time to let 
them know that they can no longer hide in the for¬ 
tresses of their chanceries and rectories and presume 
to dispense the truth as they see fit to twist and distort 
it. Brothers and sisters; it’s time to kick ass and take 
names!

In Your Face 

In the July 15 edition, B.A.R. printed two letters 
from two readers who sounded as if they’d had it up 
to about here with the flamboyant, in-your-face style 
of some gay activists.

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A New (Different) Barbara Boxer? 


L ast week’s column on 
the rise of Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein within 
the power halls of 
Washington brought more 
comments from long-time 
readers than any other in 
some time. Most seem to 
agree that Feinstein, a politi¬ 
cal moderate if ever there 
was one, has indeed ‘arrived’ 
in Washington. But there’s an¬ 
other new California senator 
too, and Barbara Boxer is 
making a name for herself in 
the Capitol as well. 

Boxer, as the other half of 
the nation’s first all-female 
senate delegation from the 
same state and also part of 
the historic first-term class 
that included the most wom¬ 
en ever elected to the Senate, 
knows that she will never be 
just another politician. For 
ten years the former Marin 
County Supervisor served in 
the House of Representatives 
and was almost always 
looked upon as a feisty, com¬ 
bative liberal who many in 
her own party sometimes 
found difficult to get along 
with. Would she enter the 
much smaller, sometimes 
chummy 100-member Senate 
looking for a fight with the 
entrenched, more conserva¬ 
tive leadership, or would she 
try to become a team player 
of sorts and ‘go along to get 
along?’ During her campaign 
to win a senate seat last year. 
Representative Boxer often 
criticized the institution to 
which she longed to become a 
part: “They’ve forgotten who 
they represent; they’re out of 
touch, let’s put a fighter in the 
Senate,’’ her campaign ads 
said.

Other campaign ads used 
by the feisty candidate sug¬ 
gested that the major causes 
she would fight for if elected 
were abortion rights, defense 
cuts, and new jobs in Califor¬ 
nia. Clearly, her fellow sena¬ 
tors expected the liberal Cal¬ 
ifornian to enter the Senate 
as a combative, left-wing 
politician ready to do battle 
with one and all. It hasn’t 
happened. 

If nothing else, Barbara 
Boxer, whom I have known 
since her first House cam¬ 
paign 12 years ago, is smart — 
damned smart. While some 
would claim she is in fact 
mellowing since taking office 
in January, most Washington 
insiders say Boxer is in fact 
far from becoming a “political 
sell-out,” but is instead be¬ 
coming a team player — some¬ 
thing that is most important if 
you want to be effective in 
the Senate. 

The U. S. Senate has 
much different dynamics than 
the House (with its nearly 500 
members); Boxer quickly 
learned that in the much 
smaller Senate one must get 
to know the rules, know the 
members (even those you dis¬ 
like personally and political¬ 
ly), and know how to get 
along. Boxer knows this and 
she is effectively doing it. Al¬ 
though she campaigned last 
year to slash the defense bud¬ 
get, Boxer joined fellow Sen¬ 
ator Feinstein this year in 
fighting hard to save several 
California military bases the 
Pentagon had targeted for 
closing. 

Barbara is making Senate 
friends quickly and even

those members who still har¬ 
bor resentment at the “public¬ 
ity-grabbing stunt” she en¬ 
gaged in during the Clarence 
Thomas-Anita Hill hearings 
in 1991 — when Boxer, along 
with other female House 
members, marched on the 
Senate chambers demanding 
justice for Hill — are taking a 
second look at the low-key, 
friendly, and less-mouthy 
Boxer. 

Has she, as some liberals 
have begun to suggest, “sold 
out?” No way. Boxer’s some¬ 
what more ‘moderate’ style 
only means she knows that 
the Senate itself, as an institu¬ 
tion, expects it. Clearly over¬ 
shadowed by Feinstein in the 
media. Boxer, who is safely in 
office until at least 1993, has 
been giving less frequent and 
generally less combative floor 
speeches in the Senate than 
during her years in the 
House. A recent proposal by 
the liberal Boxer calling for 
new laws to combat illegal 
immigration, and her support 
of President Clinton’s plan 
that would empower immi- 
^ation officers to deny hear¬ 
ings to migrants seeking asy¬ 
lum, have brought some crit¬ 
icism from longtime liberal 
backers, and in her best, you- 
can’t-please-everyone-all-the 
time mode, the new senator 
obviously seems to be project¬ 
ing a more moderate, even 
more mellow, style than she 
did in her ten House years. 

Can Senator Boxer, when 
she feels it is necessary, still 
conjure up a battle and deliv¬ 
er a tough stand with the best 
of her fellow senators? Indeed 
she can; last May when 
Roberta Achtenberg’s appoint¬ 
ment to a post the De¬ 
partment of Housing and Ur¬ 


ban Development was vigor¬ 
ously and viciously opposed 
by North Carolina’s homo- 
phobic Jesse Helms (including 
his notorious snort, “she’s a 
damned lesbian”). Boxer be¬ 
came so angry and aggressive 
in criticizing Helms on the 
Senate floor that the Senate 
Parliamentarian cautioned 
her against personal attacks 
on fellow members. Boxer lis¬ 
tened patiently to the warn¬ 
ing and then loudly said “I 
came here to fight for what I 
think is right,” and offered no 
apologies to her colleagues. 

Although Boxer has seem¬ 
ingly taken the low-profile ap¬ 
proach to her new job, she re¬ 
cently told reporters that the 
progressive community in 
California that has always 
been the core of her con¬ 
stituency will still be with 
her. Boxer argues that she’s 
doing exactly what she 
promised: “to get the country 
moving.” To her, she tells re¬ 
porters, that means support¬ 
ing the president, particularly 
on his economic plans, rather 
than “nickel-and-diming him 
with objections the way some 
other Democrats are doing.” 
Boxer adds that “if everyone 
took the stand that it all has 
to be done exactly their way, 
you’re going to stymie this 
country; to get the country 
moving, even if I don’t hap¬ 
pen to agree with every little 
thing. I’m going to support 
the President and the [Senate] 
leadership.” 

She might not be getting 
the ink that Dianne Feinstein 
is (of course not, Feinstein has 
to run for re-election next 
year) or she might get invited 
to as many national television 
shows, but Barbara Boxer is 
doing the job we sent her 
back to Washington to do; in 
fact, Senate Majority Leader 
George Mitchell told one 
Washington insider I trust 
that “Barbara Boxer will one 
day be one of the most pow¬ 
erful people in this institu¬ 
tion; just keep an eye on her.” 

Politics and Poker 

Sacramento insiders say 
we can look for longtime Sec¬ 
retary of State March Fong 
Eu to retire next year; L. A. 
Assemblymember Gwen 
Moore is already telling 
friends she will seek the job. 

Ed Foglia, a Democrat, 
and former president of the 
powerful California Teachers 
Association,says he might run 
for the state senate seat in 
November being vacated by 
resigning senator Becky Mor¬ 
gan; save your time and mon¬ 
ey Mr. Foglia, Republican 
Tom Campbell has that one 
tied up, without so much as a 
December run-off. 

Incidentally, tennis great 
Martina Navratilova told 
ABC’s Good Morning Ameri¬ 
ca last week that she realizes 
coming out of the closet has 
cost her big bucks; she says 
that “my sexuality definitely 
has cost me a lot of money, 
but that’s okay with me; I’d 
rather be open about who 1 
am and make less money.” 

In a definite breakthrough 
for multiculturalism’s newest 
frontier, San Francisco State 
University will become the 
first four-year college to begin 
a formal minor in gay and les¬ 
bian studies this fall. (San 
Francisco City College, a two- 
year institution, has offered a 
degree program in gay and les¬ 
bian studies since 1939).

Alyson Publications in 
Boston. Would I, it asked, be 
willing to write an annotated 
list of the ten best and five 
worst lesbiEui books for their 
forthcoming, revised edition 
of the Alyson Almanac?

see that,” Furance told a local 
reporter. “It’s not fair.” He de¬ 
manded that his papers and 
videotapes be returned imme¬ 
diately and that the Navy 
apologize. 

In an interview with the 
San Diego Union, published 
August 2, Captain Mark 
Neuhart — described as the 
“Navy’s top spokesperson in 
San Diego” — said the Navy 
acted properly and that “any 
material not relevant to their 
investigation will be re¬ 
turned.” He also disputed 
Furnace’s version of the 
search. “He is complaining of 
a forceful entry and there was 
no such thing,” Neuhart told 
the newspaper. 

The San Diego Union Tri¬ 
bune, considered by many in 
the local lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity to be a conservative 
paper, also reported that “one 
Navy officer close to the in¬ 
vestigation” who asked not to 
be named, said “it was Fur¬ 
nace who volunteered a 
videotape as evidence with re¬ 
gard to his former friend.” 

Jordan Budd, a staff attor¬ 
ney for the ACLU/San Diego, 
was “outraged,” especially 
over news reports that “the 
NIS seized [Furance’s] HIV 
test results over his strenuous 
objections.” 

In a telephone interview 
August 2 with the Bay Area 
Reporter, Budd called the NIS 
search of a civilian’s home 
“frightening” and “extraor¬ 
dinary,” and said he has never 
heard of something like this 
happening. It demonstrates 
the “madness of the undertak¬ 
ing” — having the military in¬ 
vestigate a service member’s 
sexual orientation in the first 
place constitutes “unconstitu¬ 
tional, irrational and 
unreasonable witchhunts,” he 
said. 

“Here we’ve got the mili¬ 
tary not simply looking into 
the private, confidential life of 
its service personnel, but 
reaching out into the most 
private details of a civilian’s 
life — who has done nothing

but have a private, off-duty, 
off-base relationship with a 
member of the military,” 
Budd said. 

“Even if the current [mili¬ 
tary] policy is constitutional — 
and we believe it is not — that 
in no way authorizes their 
searching through his sock 
drawers to dig up evidence 
against a servicemember. We 
believe such searches violate 
the right of privacy of private 
citizens and violates the con¬ 
stitutional right against unrea¬ 
sonable search and seizure 
under the Fourth Amend¬ 
ment,” he said. 

When told the military had 
a District court-ordered 
search warrant, Budd said 
that in his estimation, that 
didn’t change the legal analy¬ 
sis that taking Furance’s med¬ 
ical records was illegal and 
the search was “an unatho- 
rized intrusion.” 

Budd also said that the 
new policy is unclear about 
what the military can and 
cannot do in the course of an 
investigation, but if they “now 
think they can burst into a 
civilian’s home and collect 
private information, they can 
do that under the new policy as 
well.” 

Attempts by the B.A.R. to 
reach Furnace were unsuc¬ 
cessful. His future plans are 
unknown. ▼

In a case that activists say 
illustrates how “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” will be abused by 
commanders, an Army 
sergeant who never said he is 
gay was discharged this week 
for allegedly appearing in dis¬ 
guise on the Phil Donahue 
television talk show. 

The Army says Sergeant 
Greg Starr was the man who 
spoke on Donahue last 
November as a gay service 
member wearing a beard and 
using a pseudonym. 

Starr, who received an 
honorable discharge, never 
admitted to appearing on the 
talk show. 

“At no time have I admit¬ 
ted nor have I been asked if 
I’m gay,” said Starr, who 
served 11 years. “The only 
reason they’re putting me out 
is because they feel they have 
enough circumstantial evi¬ 
dence.” 

Starr worked at the Na¬ 
tional Security Agency at 
Fort Meade as a Russian lin¬ 


guist. Besides being dis¬ 
charged, he also must repay a 
re-enlistment bonus he re¬ 
ceived before the investiga¬ 
tion was begun against him. 

The Gay and Lesbian Vet¬ 
erans of Maryland held a 
demonstration August 2 at 
Fort Meade in protest over 
Starr’s treatment. The organi¬ 
zation contends that even if 
Starr did appear on Donahue, 
he did so in disguise and so 
abided by the new policy of 
“don’t ask, don’t tell.” 

“Even if the courts decide 
that it is okay to limit free 
speech for soldiers, I would 
think in this ca£« it would be 
obvious that he had not vio¬ 
lated the spirit of the compro¬ 
mise,” said gay veteran Brian 
Wells. “The person on Don¬ 
ahue appeared in complete 
disguise. You could only see 
his nose and his eyes.” 

Wells, who served four 
years in the Air Force, said 
he never expected President 
Clinton to succeed in lifting 
the ban completely. But he 
said he “had the wind 


knocked out of’ him when he 
heard the “don’t ask, don’t 
tell, don’t pursue compro¬ 
mise.” 

Starr, whose father died in 
April, said he decided not to 
fight the discharge because 
the situation already has tak¬ 
en a toll on his mother. 

Starr said the military is 
wasting about $1 million it 
spent to train him as a lin¬ 
guist, and said the new policy 
will do nothing to stop witch 
hunts. 

“What they’ve done is 
they’ve taken something that 
was green and now they’re 
telling everybody it’s no 
longer green, it’s a shade of 
blue and yellow,” he said. 
“Clinton tried to do his best, 
but he didn’t count on the lev¬ 
el of moral cowardice in 
Washington.” 

Starr had planned to re¬ 
main in the Army until retire¬ 
ment. Now he said he is send¬ 
ing out resumes, looking for 
employment. ▼

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A Conversation with One Hero 


by David Williams 

One year ago next month, 
the Kentucky Supreme Court 
declared the state’s sodomy 
statute unconstitutional, citing 
infringements on citizens’ 
rights to privacy and viola¬ 
tions of the principle of equal 
protection under the law. 

Kentucky thus became the 
first state in the South, other 
than Florida, to wipe its 
sodomy law off the books. 

Were it not for the courage 
of one individual, however, 
and the legal expertise of his 
attorneys, that law might nev¬ 
er have been struck down. It 
most certainly would not 
have been legislated away by 
the state legislature. 

That one individual was 
Jeffrey Wasson, 31, of Lexing¬ 
ton. 

Wasson grew up a poor 
country boy in Powell Coun¬ 
ty, northeast of Lexington. 
His family didn’t have indoor 
plumbing until he was 15. He 
moved away at 16, after suf¬ 
fering various humiliations at 
the hands of high school bul¬ 
lies. In Westchester at the age 
of 17, he had his first homo¬ 


sexual experience. By 20, he 
had obtained an Associates 
Degree in broadcasting com¬ 
munications, and was attend¬ 
ing nursing school. 

Things were looking good 
for him by 1985: he had a 
good job and he was becom¬ 
ing involved in a permanent 
relationship with the man he 
is still living with. And then 
one day the Lexington police 
came to his door with a sum¬ 
mons for him to appear in 
court. 

Wasson was charged with 
solicitation to commit fourth 
degree sodomy, a misdemeem- 
or. The charges stemmed 
from an incident that had oc¬ 
curred during a police sting 
in Lexington in late 1984 — 
one month before he met the 
man who would become his 
lover. Besides Weisson, 28 oth¬ 
er men were also charged. 

Had Wasson decided to 
plead guilty, he could have 
paid a $50 fine and let the in¬ 
cident pass. Instead, he chose 
to fight the 200-year-old law. 
In September 1992, in Was¬ 
son V. Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, he won. 

He was the only victim of 


the sting operation to fight 
the charges. 

In anticipation of the an¬ 
niversary of the court’s deci¬ 
sion, David Williams inter¬ 
viewed Wasson on two sepa¬ 
rate occasions, in Lexington 
and Louisville, for the Bay 
Area Reporter.

David Williams: The law¬ 
suit seems to have been a 
very personal thing to you. 

Jeffrey Wasson: Very per¬ 
sonal. It was a private battle 
that I had to fight. And 
maybe that’s why people 
don’t appreciate it. But I 
didn’t do it for them. I didn’t 
do it for you. I did it for me. 
It was something I had to do 
for myself. 

Your name will be in the 
history books. Have you 
ever thought in those 
terms? 

I haven’t had a chance to 
live that part. Maybe with ar¬ 
ticles and interviews or—who 
knows — a movie or some¬ 
thing, I can finally live that 
part instead of being the part.

What kind of day was it 
when you were stopped? 

It wasn’t a day I put in 
stone. But from what I re¬ 
member, I had gone to a bar 
and had had a drink. 

Was it a week night or 
weekend? 

I believe it was on a Fri¬ 
day night. 

About what time did you 
get there, and what time 
did you leave? 

I was probably there at ten 
euid left at eleven. I remem¬ 
ber that I was yery bored 
with the bar and decided to 
go out and cruise the block, 
like everybody else has al¬ 
ways done, and, of course, 
like I had done a number of 
times before. You know, I of¬ 
ten found myself really bored 
in the bar scene, especially 
when you stood in a corner 
and no one spoke to you. And 
then I went out 2 md went 
cruising the parking lot, 
where I met this gentleman 
who was wired for sound [as 
I found out later]. 

How old was he, do you 
think? 

He looked like he was in 
his early 30s, early to mid-30s. 
Back then, for me that was an 
older man. I have always 
been attracted to older men. 

What happened? 

There’s a parking lot there 
where people pull over and 
talk and make conversation 
and things. I was driving 
around, so I pulled over and 
talked with this person. The 
conversation started as a 
friendly conversation, and I 
don’t remember a lot of 
specifics about the conversa¬ 
tion. But we discussed going 
to my apartment, and what 
we would do when we got 
there, and he agreed to follow 
me to my apartment. 

How long did this conversa¬ 
tion take place? 

I think it was a 25-minute 
conversation. 

Were you outside of your 
car talking to him? 

No, I was inside my car, 
and he was inside his. We 
never touched, there was no 
physical contact whatsoever. 

It was driver’s side to driv¬ 
er’s side? 

Yes. He was backed in, 
and I had pulled up next to 
him. 


And he agreed to follow 
you home? 

Yes. 

Then what happened? 

Well, on the way to my 
apartment, I suddenly noticed 
this cop car behind me. And 
the guy I had been talking 
with spun out around me and 
went on. 

Did you ever see him again? 

Never saw him again, nev¬ 
er heard from him. 

What was his name, do you 
remember? 

I don’t know. I do remem¬ 
ber he told me he was from 
out of state. 

Was the cop car clearly 
marked or undercover? 

It was a cop car. 

A lot of people are wonder¬ 
ing why, out of all the other 
people who’ve been charged 
throughout history under 
this law, you decided to 
fight it? Wouldn’t it have 
been a lot easier just to pay 
a fine and forget it? 

This may sound strange, 
but I wasn’t real sure what 
sodomy even meant, so I 
wasn’t aware that it was real¬ 
ly against the law. When the 
cops came to the door, I 
thought “What is sodomy?’’ 
What did I do that was 
wrong?” Shoot me in the 
head: duh. I remember being 
very appalled that someone 
could tell me what I could do 
in my bedroom with another 
consenting adult. I was al¬ 
ways raised to believe that 
America is the land of the 
free. So I think you should 
have every right to do that. 

Did you realize at the time 
what a big step it would be 
personally? 

I had no idea. I never 
thought. it would take eight 
years. If I had known the con¬ 
sequences then, I would never 
have done it. 

What were some of those 
consequences? 

The embarreissment. The 
shame. Dragging my name 
through the mud. Financial 
disasters, one right after the 
other, especially with staying 
employed. Not being able to 
progress as far as my profes¬ 
sion could take me. Family. 
Friends. The list goes on and 
on and on. 

When did your family find 
(Continued on next page) 
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out about the case? 

A very close relative of 
mine saw the news in the pa¬ 
per first. I thought dearly of 
her as a child, and I haven’t 
been able to forgive her to to¬ 
day. But in the long run I 
think she did me a favor. She 
saw the story in the Lexing¬ 
ton Herald-Leader and 
showed it to my father. He 
showed it to my sister, whom 
I’m very close to, and then 
my mother. During that time 
my sister called me, and we 
discussed it. So I called home. 
My mother was hysterical. 
She was not able to come to 
the phone, she was so hyster¬ 
ical. 

Has this case presented any 
problems for your parents 
in Stanton? 

Except for a letter they re¬ 
ceived last week from a 
church there. People have 
probably said things and it 
has gotten back to my par¬ 
ents. But I think my parents 
would not say anything to 
me, to protect my feelings. 

What was the reaction of 
other family members? 

Actually, we haven’t dis¬ 
cussed it that much. I’ve nev¬ 
er discussed it with my two 
older brothers. They know, of 
course, but they have never 
offered to say yay or nay about. 

Do you still see your fami¬ 
ly? 

Oh, yes. I even take my 
lover to their homes. They 
don’t throw us out or any¬ 
thing like that. And the same 
for my sisters. However, my 
sister and I have talked about 
it quite a bit. 

What was the reaction from 
your neighbors? 

I have very liberal neigh¬ 
bors, on one side, anyway. I’m 
sure some of the neighbors 
don’t agree, but no one’s come 
over and smashed my win¬ 
dows. 

During the lawsuit, were 
you ever fired from your 
job? 

Yes, approximately ten 
times. 

What were some of the rea¬ 
sons? 

Well, every time I started a 
new job, they never connected 
anything. But when a story 
came out in the paper, they’d 
think, “Oh, yeah, he works for 
us, and we didn’t realize this.’’ 
The reasons went all the way

from “we can’t handle the pub¬ 
licity’’ to “we don’t want to 
deal with patients complain¬ 
ing.’’ One employer couldn’t 
find anything to fire me over 
so they said that I made a pass 
at a female patient! 

Oh, no. 

This was just after a big ar¬ 
ticle in the newspaper. I think 


they could have come up with 
something a little better than 
that! A male patient, maybe. 

They never said that they 
wanted to fire you because 
you were gay? 

No. There were always oth¬ 
er excuses. 

Did you get into your own 
business because you Just got 
tired of being fired? 

Yes, the sodomy law 
pushed me into my own busi¬ 
ness, and it’s going very well! 
Being fired from jobs pushed 
me into that. And I’m glad. I 
don’t have to worry about 
what other people are going to 
do and say. All I have to wor¬ 
ry about is myself. 

During the lawsuit, was 
there any gay group in town 
that helped you out? 

No. No one offered. 

Nobody came forward indi¬ 
vidually or as a group? Any 
groups in Louisville that 
came forward to help? 

No. 

So you were basically out 
there on your own. 

The ACLU donated money 
for attorney’s fees and things 
like that. But the only thing I 
can remember that was done 
here in Lexington was a 
fundraiser that Ernest himself 
put on at someone’s home. I 
think that was a very small 
success. The ACLU, I know, 
contributed lots of money and 
lots of time, but the bars never 
contributed money or any¬ 
thing like that. 

Do you know of any reasons 
why the gay community re¬ 
acted like that? 

Not other than fear of being 
dragged out of the closet. 
Again, maybe they weren’t 
asked. But I feel like, if I was 
the owner of a gay establish¬ 
ment, I would have called and 
asked, is there anything I can 
do to help? I mean, no one 
knew who I was when I was 
in a gay ban my name was Jeff 
and that was it. I feel like I 
had to be left out of a lot of 
that, and that was fine. 

What happened the day of 
the Supreme Court hearing? 

I arrived with my attorneys, 
with a nice neat suit and tie, 
the whole bit. We pulled up in 
front of the capitol, and there 
were 28 people up there, and I 
just wanted to die. I thought, I 
can’t win anything if nobody 
comes to support me. I re¬ 
member walking up to that 
Supreme Court room with 
tears in my eyes. I thought. 
I’ve done all of this and I’ve 
been through all of this, and 
now we’re going to lose be¬ 
cause people didn’t show up to 
support me. 

But after the hearing was 
over I felt better, because I 
knew, when the hearing was 
over, I had won. I didn’t say 
anything, but I knew, just by 
the judges’ reactions and ques¬ 
tions and the way they looked 
at me, I knew I had won. 

I want to thank the people 
who participated in the march. 
I’m very appreciative. The law 
could never have been struck 
down without all of those peo¬ 
ple. But the percentage of peo¬ 
ple that helped, and the per¬ 
centage of people that could 
have helped, is a big differ¬ 
ence. 

What kind of arguments did 
the State use? 

The Bible. Religion. Homo¬ 
sexuals are going to rape their 
kids. AIDS was another one. 


People in other countries are 
killed because they’re homo¬ 
sexuals. The list went on and 
on. 

Did you detect any animosi¬ 
ty from any of the Judges? 

No. 

They were all fairminded? 

They all seemed to be 
fairminded. They asked ques¬ 
tions like, are you sure that 
this is true? Or, Mr. Scorsone, 
could you tell me the history of 
this phrase? Things like that. 

Ws^ there any particular 
point during the lawsuit 
when you felt like giving up? 

Probably, from the first 
years of it, every day I felt like 
throwing in the towel. But, 
like I said, through the first six 
years I let it get to me. I was 
the one that let it ruin me. I 
was not strong, I was not 
strong as I should have been. 
Six years into the case, after I 
thought about it, I realized

that my life wasn’t so bad af¬ 
ter all. I guess I had to learn to 
stand on my own, and that’s 
what the case did for me, after 
about six years. 

Today I walk down the 
street very proudly and could 
care less what anybody felt. I 
was always worried about 
what people thought of me. 
Now I don’t do that. I mean, if 
people don’t like me, fine, they 
don’t, that’s their problem, not 
mine. 


How has this whole ordeal 
changed you? 

I’m a much stronger person, 
very much stronger person. 
For the first six years, I let it 
get to me. I wound up in ther¬ 
apy, I wound up on anti-de¬ 
pressant medications, and I 
was very depressed all the 
time. I even spent three weeks 
in a row on a couch. I was 
very bitter, I was very mad, 
very confused. I made my 
lover’s life hell, plus my own. 

But I just let it get to me. I 
guess I really got my act to¬ 
gether in the last couple of 
years of the case. I went out 
on a limb and just said to my¬ 
self, “this is me, this is who I 
am, and I’m going to make it.” 
And I made myself make it. 

Do you ever have any re¬ 
grets? 

I would never go through 
this again. Not at all. But it’s 
important to remember that, 
going through it all, and see¬ 
ing the worst of times and the 
best of times, and the very low 
times, I still came out stronger. 
And I’m proud of that for my¬ 
self. 

I didn’t go through with 
this for all the gay people in 
Kentucky. I did it for myself, 
and I came out on top: that’s 
what I set out to do. It wasn’t 
just winning the case for my¬ 
self and for all the other gays 
in Kentucky; it brought me 
out of the closet with my fam¬ 
ily, and I have a much better 
relationship with them today. 
I don’t have to live a lie any 
more, which is what I was do¬ 
ing before this all happened. 
As you might have seen in the 
Herald-Leader, “I’m free!” 

It sounds like a real story of 
survival. 

Very much so. 

Very inspiring. 

But one of the reasons I’m 
doing this is that I want to say 
to gay people in Kentucky, it’s 
okay. I lived through it. I’ve 
been through the mill: go for 
it! You’re going to live a much 
happier life if you come out 
and say. I’m gay, this is me, let 


me live my life. That’s what I 
want to say: it’s okay. 

So many people are afraid to 
do that. 

My house hasn’t been 
burned yet. I haven’t been shot 
at. 

Have you gotten any hate 
mail? 

No hate mail. None. None 
whatsoever. 

Is your name listed in the 
phone book? 

No. I’m not easily found. 

I think people’s fear of being 
out is a lot worse than actu¬ 
ally being out. 

The day the Herald-Leader 
article came out was on Sun¬ 
day, and I read it and thought, 
“Oh, Jesus, what have I done 
now?” I went back to bed for a 
little while and thought about 
it, and got up and read it 
again. And I told my lover I 
just wanted to go to the office 
for awhile, be by myself, let all 
of this sink in, chill out for 
awhile. 

So on my way to the office 
I stopped to get another paper 
for a friend of mine in Ten¬ 
nessee. And at the counter the 
guy said, “Well, you made the 
front page! I’m proud of you.” 

People are more afraid than 
they need to be, I think. 

I’m not saying accept me 
the way I am or forget it. I’m 
saying, accept me the way I 
am, in the best way you can: 
and we’ll deal with the rest lat- 
er. 

That’s good advice. 

It’s taken my fgunily eight 
years. But they think of my 
lover as much as they do me. 
He’s more welcome there than 
I am because he’s closer to 
their age and they have a lot 
in common. They just love 
him to death. He was rather 
sick in November, and they 
were all there for him. 

There’s a movement afoot to 
get the sodomy law reinstated 
in Kentucky. What do you

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think needs to be done? 

If gays in the state of Ken¬ 
tucky don’t get out and fight 
to keep this law off the books, 
then they have no one else to 
blame but themselves. I really 
feel that way. And I feel like 
gays need to come together in 
this state, big time. If they 
don’t, we’re never going to get 
out of the dark ages. Maybe 
this sounds like a smart-alecky 
statement, but I’ve done my 
part. 

What’s the best thing people 
can do to challenge this new 
constitutional amendment?” 

Write letters. If there’s a 
march, get out there and 
march. Talk to your straight 
friends and associates and let 
them know how important 
this is to you, that this law not 
be put back on the books. 
Make commotion, volunteer. 
Even if you let only one per¬ 
son know, I think that’s going 
to help. 

What would you do if the 
law were reinstated? 

I don’t know. I don’t see me 
fighting another battle for it. 


Mentally, emotionally, and 
personally it would have to be 
very devastating. I would be 
very upset. I think that would 
actually have to happen before 
I could say what I would do, 
because I don’t know. It may 
result in a boycott of Ken¬ 
tucky. My old Kentucky home 
is no longer my Kentucky 
home: I might have to leave 
the state. 

Yes. Both sides are drawing 
the battle lines. 

None of us are guaranteed 
tomorrow, so my theory is, If I 
can get through today. I’ll 
worry about tomorrow when 
it gets here. 

Do you have any words of 
encouragement for those 
who might want to get in¬ 
volved in the gay rights 
movement here in Ken¬ 
tucky? 

If you don’t come out and 
admit to yourself that you are 
gay, that this is me, this is who 
I am, this is what I stand for, I 
think they’re going to lead a 
long, bitter life of downfalls, 
hatred, disappointment. I don’t 
know why anybody should be 
ashamed of who they really 
are. I think if you value other 
people’s opinion so much that 
you have to lie to them, then 


they’re not worth being a 
friend to you. 

This will piss every gay 
Kentuckian off, but I tell you 
what, and you can quote me 
on this, if the law is reinstated, 
it will be reinstated because 
the gays will let it get reinstat¬ 
ed. If they don’t have the balls 
or the gumption to get up and 
fight, then it needs to be rein¬ 
stated. 

That’s probably true. 

No, it’s not probably true, it 
is true. And you can quote me 
on that, I don’t care. I mean, if 
they don’t have the balls or 
the gumption to get up and 
fight for their rights, then the 
law needs to be reinstated. 
That’s how I feel. 

/ don’t know why the gay 
community is so frightened 
of getting politically in¬ 
volved. They get involved in 
social groups, religious 
groups, but when it comes to 
getting into the political are¬ 
na, not a whole lot of people 
want to get involved. I don’t 
know why that is. 

That attitude is going to get 
the sodomy law reinstated. 

I don’t doubt that. 

I did my part. Now they’re 
going to have to do theirs. ▼

However, In The Life contin¬ 
ues to be threatened. 

Wealthy, right-wing homo¬ 
phobes 2 ire using their dollars 
and nonsense to keep lesbian 
and gay programming banned 
from the Public Broadcasting 
System (PBS). PBS has al¬ 
ready refused to distribute In 
The Life. This means that the 
show’s producers must deal 
with each PBS station individ¬ 
ually in trying to secure air¬ 
time. And even when the pro¬ 
ducers are successful. In The 
Life is routinely excluded 
from the prime-time slots re¬ 
served for “official” PBS offer¬ 
ings.

Southern Poverty Law 
Center Update 

Some of our Media-Watch¬ 
ers have received or read in 
the press letters from the 
Southern Poverty Law Center 
(SPLC) regarding GLAAD/ 
SFBA. The SPLC has charged 
us with a “serious misrepresen¬ 
tation of [their] work.” This 
misunderstanding arose when 
we reported a conversation be¬ 
tween filmmaker Pam Walton 
and SPLC staff member Carol 
Heller. According to Walton, 
Heller reported that the SPLC 
had let itself be influenced by 
the homophobic complaints of 
major donors. Walton was con¬ 
cerned that the SPLC might 
begin censoring lesbian and 
gay material in its Teaching 
Tolerance magazine. The 
SPLC has since denied that re¬ 
port, and has accused GLAAD/ 
SFBA of unprofessional re¬ 
porting on this incident. 

Contrary to SPLC’s con¬ 
tentions, we freely acknowl¬ 
edge the breadth and value of 
their work. However, we see it 
as our job to publicize and 
counteract homophobic pres¬ 
sures wherever they occur. 
Our reporting with regard to 
SPLC has always been accu¬ 
rate and fair. ▼

Faces in the Crowd: Meet Frankie and Johnny

Frankie and Johnny are 
two homeless lovers who vol¬ 
untarily sweep and wash Polk 
street between Washington 
and Clay. Six months ago, 
they met in a soup kitchen 
line and decided to move out 
of the Tenderloin. They 
stuffed their valuables into a 
rusty shopping cart and dis¬ 
covered lower Nob Hill. 

Frankie wears jet black 
mascara and his lips are 
bright red. He greets every¬ 
one who passes by with a hel¬ 
lo and a sad smile. This 33- 
year-old Seattle native has 
lived here for six months. He 
worked for his grandmother’s 
restaurant, but her children 
closed down the place when 
she died; Frankie then moved 
to San Francisco and ended 
up homeless. With nowhere 
to go, he went to Glide 
Memorial Church’s soup 
kitchen, where he met John¬ 
ny. 

Johnny sits quietly on the 
street most of the time. His 
thick beard and baseball cap 
hide his sad frowns. Johnny is 
a 32-year-old New York na¬ 
tive, raised in Long Island’s 
wealthy Great Neck area. His 
father owned a restaurant but 
somehow he lost everything, 
his business, his wife, and his 
son. They haven’t seen each 
other in three years. Johnny 
found work as a cleaner in a 
Tenderloin har, but it closed 
down. His mother is a book¬ 
keeper and the last time they 
saw each other was on Moth¬ 
er’s Day. 

Johnny told her that he 
makes a living doing odd 
jobs, so she would not know 
that her son sleeps in the 
streets. 

Frankie and Johnny aver¬ 
age three dollars a day from 
pedestrians who toss them 
coins. It is the merchants they 
depend on. “We establish a 


rapport with the merchants 
by cleaning the street,” said 
Johnny. “We also stay clean 
and respectable.” 

This merchant-vagabond 
relationship began when 
Frankie found an old broom 
in a trash can. He picked it up 
and forgot his problems by 
sweeping. The owner of Dos 
Amigo’s Taqueria spotted 
Frankie and Johnny cleaning 
the front of his store and re¬ 
warded them with lunch £md 
permanent use of the bath¬ 
room. The owner then sug¬ 
gested that they sweep in 
front of the other stores to 
find out what would happen. 
Sam’s Chinese restaurant 
gave them a plate of fried rice 
and chow mein; Kahn’s Hi- 
bachi fed them with a cem- 
celed take-out order. 

The manager of Kahn’s 
has some very nice things to 
say about them, in a heavy 
Korean accent: “They’re okay 

— okay — they make it clean so 
people feel more proud of 
them.” The manager of Sam’s 
Chinese also wanted to say 
something positive, but she 
could not speak English. 

The owner of the Polk 
Street Beans & Cafe has giv¬ 
en Frankie and Johnny little 
jobs to do around the place, 
and has given them food and 
money: “My aim is to help 
them help themselves to get 
off the street,” she says. The 
merchants adore Frankie and 
Johnny, but they think that 
the couple are wasting their 
lives hanging around outside. 

A bartender from the 
Cinch SeJoon told the B.A.R., 
“They’re both very nice boys 

— but they’ve been out front 
here for months,” then pound¬ 
ed his big left fist on top the 
counter. “We hire an old lady 
to sweep the front. Let her 
get some work.” One of the 
customers overheard and 
added, “I am very proud of 
them — absolutely. I think

they’re fabulous — so genial — 
so friendly. Absolutely super 
people.” 

When this reporter walked 
out of the bar, Johnny was 


watering tne liowers that 
grow around all the trees on 
the block. “We found the poor 
flowers in the garbage, so we 
planted the healthiest ones,” 
he said. 


Every day is almost identi¬ 
cal for Frankie and Johnny: 
they wake up at 7:30 and gob¬ 
ble down free sweet rolls and 
coffee from Twin’s Bakery 
and Cafe. One of the stores 
hands them a bucket of water 
and soap so they can scrub 
the windows. If it’s windy 
they chase trash all morning 
if it’s sunny they soak up the 
sun cmd say hello to every¬ 
body who walks by until 
lunch. 

For lunch, they may buy a 
couple of half-price burritos 
from Dos Amigos, after 
which Frankie will water the 
flowers and Johnny will 
sweep the street. Then they 
spend the rest of the after¬ 
noon greeting passersby — 
and sweeping every three 
hours — until the sun turns 
Polk street a dim red. The 
street lights and neon signs 
help Frankie and Johnny 
sweep, but the cold summer 
winds gave them more Muni 
transfers and dust down the 
street. 

Everyone on the block 
knows that Frankie and John¬ 
ny are losing their two-front 
war against litter and poverty. 
Still, they continue fighting 
with their battered broom 
and cardboard dustpan. They 
hope that someone will dis¬ 
cover them and offer perma¬ 
nent work. Feeling frustrated, 
hungry and cold, Frankie had 
one last thing to say: “Please 
give us a job, we’ve been 
looking everywhere. Uptown, 
downtown, all around. We’ll 
even clean toilets.” ▼

Oregon Lawmakers 
Block OCA Measures

In an effort to head off the 
so-called “Balkanization” of 
Oregon, state lawmakers have 
approved legislation, House 
Bill 3500, that would nullify 
local anti-gay/lesbian rights 
laws. Despite threats of legal 
action by the Oregon Citizens 
Alliance (OCA), which suc¬ 
cessfully sponsored several lo¬ 
cal anti-gay rights ordinances 
since the defeat of its Mea¬ 
sure 9 last November, Gover¬ 
nor Barbara Roberts is ex¬ 
pected to sign the bill into 
law. 

“This sends a message to 
[OCA chairman] Lon Mabon. 
That message is: The civil 
rights of gays and lesbians ... 
cannot be put up for popular 
vote,’” says state Representa¬ 
tive George Eighmey (D-Port- 
land), an openly gay lawmak¬ 
er. ‘There is a new addiction 
in this country — the addiction 
to hate. One of the main sup¬ 
pliers of this drug has been 
the OCA. We want to kick 
the OCA habit.” 

Supporters of HB3500 
hope the measure’s passage 
will signal a truce to the 
state’s continuing battle over 
the issue of lesbian £uid gay 
civil rights. HB3500 forbids 
local governments from enact¬ 
ing or enforcing laws that 
grant special treatment to, or 
singles out, citizens or groups 
based on sexual orientation. 
HB3500 gained approval in 
the Democratic-controlled 
Senate on July 28 by a 19-11 
vote. 

Measure 9 and sons 

Following the • defeat of 
Measure 9, which would have 
declared homosexuality ‘’ab¬ 
normal, wrong, unnatural, 
and perverse,” the OCA was 
able to identify and subse¬ 
quently target its solid bases 
of support. While Measure 9 
was defeated statewide by a 
56-44 percent vote, 21 of Ore¬ 
gon’s 36 counties approved it. 
OCA supporters quickly re¬ 
vamped the initiative, creat¬ 
ing a watered-down version 
of Measure 9. Eight cities and 
counties have since passed 
“Sons of 9,” which prohibit lo¬ 
cal governments from approv¬ 


ing civil rights protections for 
lesbian and gay citizens. Res¬ 
idents in a seven other cities 
and counties are slated to 
vote on similar measures in 
September, 

“We have sent a letter to 
the secretary of state’s office 
requesting those elections be 
canceled,” explains Jcinn Car- 
son, associate director of the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union of Oregon. “The 
statute clearly says that bod¬ 
ies cannot enact or enforce 
measures that single out peo¬ 
ple because of their sexual 
orientation. We interpret ‘en¬ 
act’ as meaning ‘to make into 
law.’ If voters approve an 
anti-gay rights ordinance, they 
are in essence making law. If 
state officials don’t cancel the 
elections, we will seek injunc¬ 
tions.” 

Secretary of State Phil 
Keisling, who is often de¬ 
scribed as a friend of Ore¬ 
gon’s lesbian and gay commu¬ 
nity, says he’ll review the 
ACLU’s request but doubts 
he will comply. “We’ve re¬ 
ceived long and consistent ad¬ 
vice from the attorney gener¬ 
al that strongly suggests to us 
that HB3500 in no way affects 
the ability of citizens to initi¬ 
ate something,” he says. 
“What it does say is that what 
is passed C2ui’t be enforced.” 

OCA calling — and recalling 

The ACLU isn’t the only 
group ready to go to court 
over the issue. The OCA’s 
Mabon is vowing to explore 
“every legal option” to void 
HB3500 if it becomes law. 
The OCA claims the measure 
is unconstitutional and a slap 
in the faces of citizens who 
wish to pass laws that specif¬ 
ically affect their own com¬ 
munities. After the House ap¬ 
proved HB3500, the OCA 
launched a bipartissm recall 
effort against representatives 
who voted for the bill. Mabon 
says senators may now be 
added to that recall hit list. 

While civil rights backers 
generally applaud HB3500’s 
passage, there is concern 
about how the bill will affect 
the status of existing ordi¬ 
nances in Ashland, Corvallis, 
and Portland. Those mea¬ 


sures prohibit discrimination 
based on sexual orientation. 

“I don’t believe it will af¬ 
fect those laws,” says Carson. 
“In all of those cases, the ordi¬ 
nances have extended protec¬ 
tions to people regardless of 
their sexual orientation, and 
that means everyone’s sexual 
orientation. The OCA’s mea¬ 
sures single out people specif¬ 
ically based on homosexuali¬ 
ty. ... This bill does not pre¬ 
vent government from provid¬ 
ing equal rights to everyone 
regardless of sexual orienta¬ 
tion.” 


What's in a title? 

Two days before the Sen¬ 
ate took action on HB3500, 
OCA attorneys went before 
the Oregon Supreme Court to 
debate the wording of a ballot 
title for the OCA’s new anti¬ 
gay rights statewide initiative. 
The proposed state constitu¬ 
tional amendment, which is 
poised for the November 1994 
general election ballot, is de¬ 
signed to keep governmental 
bodies from adopting legal 
protections for gays and les¬ 
bians. State Attorney General 
Ted Kulongoski recently re¬ 
worded the title, which initial¬ 
ly read: “Amends Constitu¬ 
tion: Prohibits Minority Sta¬ 
tus and Expressing Approval 
of Homosexuality,” Kulongos- 
ki’s version reads: “Amends 
Constitution: Governments 
Cannot Bar Discrimination 
Against Homosexuals, Ap¬ 
prove Homosexuality.” 

Civil rights backers ap¬ 
plaud the change. They be¬ 
lieve the addition of the word 
“discrimination” will deter cit¬ 
izens from voting for the mea¬ 
sure. The OCA wants the 
term “minority status” placed 
back into the title. A ruling is 
expected within a few weeks. 

If HB3500 becomes law, it 
would not affect the OCA’s 
new statewide initiative, be¬ 
cause it explicitly restricts 
only loc 2 il governments from 
passing anti-gay rights laws. 
Also, the statewide initiative 
is a constitutional amend¬ 
ment, which would supercede 
state lawmakers’ action on 
HB3500.V

Harvard Business Review Argues 
In Favor of Employees Coming Out

Arguably the country’s 
most highly respected busi¬ 
ness publication has just 
thrown a large rock at the 
lavender-stcuned glass ceiling. 

The July/August 1993 issue 
of Harvard Business Review 
features arguments that un- 
apologetically urge business 
executives to welcome — and 
even to encourage — lesbian 
and gay employees out of the 
closet. And with the maga¬ 
zine’s clout, businesses inter¬ 
nationally are taking note. 

The article is receiving a 
wide range of acclaim. It has 
been reprinted by the Wash¬ 
ington Post, run on National 
Public Radio’s Marketplace 
program, and is being consid¬ 
ered to run in the The Dallas 
Herald. Executive editor Joel 
Kurtzman said he expects the 
cuticle to be reprinted further, 
for use by Universities teach¬ 
ing about business and hu¬ 
man resources, and by corpo¬ 
rations worldwide for em¬ 
ployee training and company 
policy. 

In every issue of HBR, 
guest panelists are asked how 
they would handle hypotheti¬ 
cal or actual business dilem¬ 
mas. This issues’ case study is 
intitled, “Is This the Right 
Time to Come Out?” 

Five responses discuss the 
risks and rewards of business 
ethics and morality, organiza¬ 
tional behavior, employee 
performance and motivation, 
client relations, employee re¬ 
tention, and legal liabilities. 

Ready to be shocked? Not 
one response was homopho¬ 
bic. Not one solution hinted 
at a compromise. And this 
time, no one said, “Don’t ask. 


don’t tell.” 

The hypothetical case 
study presents Adam Lawson, 
a 29-year-old male associate in 
a well-established financial 
advisory firm, Adam comes 
out to his senior-level boss by 
informing him that he will 
bring his male lover of five 
years to the company’s silver 
anniversary dinner. In atten¬ 
dance will be some of the 
firm’s very conservative 
clients. 

According to the scenario, 
Adam doesn’t ask for permis¬ 
sion. Instead, he informs his 
supervisor for purposes of 
hearing supportive feedback 
and possibly to gain his men¬ 
tor’s respect and encourage¬ 
ment, while avoiding possible 
havoc and surprise. 

After setting up the sce¬ 
nario, HBR calls on its panel 
of experts to advise the men¬ 
tor how to react. To help 
them with their decision, 
they’re advised that the 
heretofore closeted gay man 
is a model employee, didn’t 
asked for domestic partner 
benefits, and wasn’t even 
looking for a specific manage¬ 
rial decision. 

Some quotations from the 
seven page article are listed 
below: 

•The firm owes Adam the 
same opportunities given to 
his heterosexual j)eers. 

•Corporate America, al¬ 
beit slowly, is getting used to 
“Mr. and Mr.” and “Ms. eind

dices, and insularity. 

•When major changes in 
ci^tural values take place, it 
pays to be leading the trend 
rather than running behind 
making excuses. 


Elders Confirmed by 
Committee; N omination 
Now Headed to Senate

The Senate Labor and Hu¬ 
man Resources Committee 
voted its approval of Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s controversial 
surgeon general nominee, Dr. 
Joycelyn Elders, Friday, July 
30. The nomination was ap¬ 
proved 13-4, with three of sev¬ 
en Republicans and all ten 
Democrats voting in Elders’s 
favor, and is now headed for 
the full Senate, where it is ex¬ 
pected to win approval de¬ 
spite certain fierce opposition 
from Republicans. 

Of the Republican senators 
on the committee, Nancy 
Kassebaum of Kansas, David 
Durenberger of Minnesota, 
and Jim Jeffords of Vermont 
voted to approve the nomina¬ 
tion. It was opposed by their 
Republican colleagues Judd 
Gregg of New Hampshire, 
Orrin Hatch of Utah, Dan 
Coats of Indiana — one of the 
Senate’s more vocal propo¬ 
nents of excluding lesbians 
and gays from the military — 
and Strom Thurmond of 
South Carolina — who, during 
recent hearings on gays in the 
military, amused and amazed 


his colleagues with his an¬ 
nouncement that “heterosexu¬ 
als do not practice sodomy.” 

Ironically, one of the rea¬ 
sons Thurmond says he op¬ 
poses Elders’s nomination is 
her strong advocacy of sex ed¬ 
ucation — some of which 
might clear up misconcep¬ 
tions such as his. Opponents 
also list her support for con¬ 
dom distribution programs 
aimed at combatting teen 
pregnancy and AIDS among 
America’s youth, and her be¬ 
lief in a woman’s right to 
choose whether to have an 
abortion, as proof she is too 
radical to lead the nation’s 
public health efforts. 

It took only one day of 
hearings on the nomination 
for Elders to reassure most of 
the panel that she strongly fa¬ 
vored teaching abstinence to 
teens, but also wanted to 
make sure they know about 
birth control - in case the ab¬ 
stinence message fails to get 
through. T

“There are a lot of impor¬ 
tant gay issues we need to 
talk about,” said Kurtzman. 
“In the future, [HBR] will do 
more issues on gays in the 
workplace.” 

So far, none of the letters 
Kurtzman received respond¬ 
ing to the article have been 
negative.

How To Handle an Epidemic? 

A New Report Looks to the Future 


by Dennis Conkin 

“A Call For A New Gener¬ 
ation of AIDS Prevention For 
Gay and Bisexual Men,” a re¬ 
port issued this week by Su¬ 
pervisor Carole Migden’s of¬ 
fice, calls for a new approach 
in AIDS prevention efforts 
among gay and bisexual men. 

With 43 percent of gay and 
bisexual men suffering from 
HIV infection (an estimated 
25,000 men), emd AIDS now 
the leading killer of men aged 
25 to 44 years of age, the re¬ 
port says that although exist¬ 
ing safe sex efforts must be 
redoubled and refocused to 


prevent new infections, they 
are not enough to “meet the 
emergency” faced by at-risk 
gay and bisexual men. 

“What is urgently required 
to save the lives of these men 
is a completely new effort to 
enhance individual and group 
self-esteem, create a greater 
sense of community, develop 
a shared sense of future apart 
from the epidemic and en¬ 
hance individual 2 ind a group 
resolves to survive the epi¬ 
demic,” the report states. 

According to Dana Van 
Gorder, Migden’s legislative 
aide, this new generation of 
AIDS prevention requires 


leadership from AIDS pre¬ 
vention agencies that must fo¬ 
cus on the underlying issues 
that may lead to relapse, 
rather that simply reinforce 
safe sex behavior. 

According to the 20-page 
report, low self-esteem, a 
need for greater intimacy, the 
need for a greater sense of 
community, loneliness and 
isolation, homophobia, rac¬ 
ism, and a sense of inevitabil¬ 
ity about HIV infection are 
among “power emotional is¬ 
sues” twelve years into the 
epidemic, all of which must 
be addressed to stop new in¬ 
fections. 


“AIDS prevention agen¬ 
cies, lesbian, gay, and bisexu¬ 
al community groups, and 
San Francisco’s major institu¬ 
tions must unite in an un¬ 
precedented and innovative 
effort to respond to the emo¬ 
tional needs of gay and bisex¬ 
ual men,” the report says. 

Improved peer support 
networks, addressing coping 
issues, fears about aging, in¬ 
creased visibility of AIDS 
prevention, and better sup¬ 
port for culturally specific 
prevention programs, condom 
availability, and the expan¬ 
sion of the role of the lesbi 2 in 
and gay press in enhancing 


AIDS prevention efforts are 
among some of the recom¬ 
mendation of the report. 

The conclusions and rec¬ 
ommendations in the report 
are informed, according to 
Van Gorder, by interviews 
with 119 gay and bisexual 
men conducted last year in a 
dozen focus groups. 

Representatives from the 
AIDS Foundation, the Na¬ 
tional Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention, AIDS Health Pro¬ 
ject, Gay Asian Pacific Al¬ 
liance, the Stop AIDS Project, 
and other groups participated 
in developing the report eind 
its recommendations. ▼

Did Politics 

Shutter 1800 Square Feet?

The internationally-known 
collective performance space 
at 719 Clementina Street 
known as 1800 Square Feet 
closed two weeks ago and 
will not re-open because of 
city building permit viola¬ 
tions, according to owner 
Craig Osterberg. 

The venue showcased 
more than 300 cutting edge 
solo and group performances 
during its four year existence, 
ranging from productions of 
Samuel Beckett plays to its 
last performance on July 22, 
So You Want to Be Stripper, 
which included a lesbian fist¬ 
ing scene. 

“We were being harassed 
by four different city agen¬ 
cies,” Osterberg told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “The Fire 
marshall, the police, the 
Housing Authority, and the 
Bureau of Building Inspec¬ 
tion. They were really pour¬ 
ing on the heat.” 

Osterberg said that since 
the venue started as a place 
for new, unknown, and often 
controversial artists and 
groups to perform their work, 
the site had gradually 
emerged into full-fledged per¬ 


formance space. 

“When we first opened it 
was empty space, and we 
would invite people in to see 
performances and feed them 
soup and bread. Over the 
years we put in seats and ris¬ 
ers and a sound system,” he 
said. 

Also added were lights, a 
darkroom, and other ameni¬ 
ties important to the artists of 
different media who used the 
space. 

But, Osterberg said, the 
space was getting too contro¬ 
versial and the visits over the 
last four months by building 
inspectors had increased. 

“They inspected and said 
the wood wasn’t fireproof, the 
lofts were one inch too short. 
It would have cost about 
$100,000 to rebuild everything 
and since we don’t own the 
building, why would we want 
to do that?” 

Osterberg said the group 
had received “an anonymous 
tip” that it was targeted for 
closure, and he said that pol¬ 
itics — and the fact that the 
group has staged political and 
sexual performance work — is 
the real reason. 

The venue was also subject 
to fines, for continuing build¬ 


ing £Uid code violations, that 
ranged from a minimum of 
$15,000 to maximum of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

“We are all just heartsick 
and we’re dismantling. I’m 
not really sure what’s next,” 
Osterberg said. 

Recently, one of the collec¬ 
tive’s members was hospital¬ 
ized due to a car accident and 
Osterberg’s HIV condition has 
changed. 

“I’ve gone from asymp¬ 
tomatic to symptomatic in the 
past few months. I have a low 
energy level,” he said. 

The group received inter¬ 
national media coverage dur¬ 
ing its operation, including a 
write-up in the Wall Street 
Journal, and served as kind 
of a foreign exchange home 
to performance artists from 
Eastern Europe. 

“I see it as a loss to the 
community,” Osterberg said. 

Although the performance 
space has closed, most of the 
performances were video¬ 
taped and there is an exten¬ 
sive photographic archive, he 
said. 

A benefit for the group 
will be announced shortly, 
Osterberg said. ▼

A Manhattan Project 
on AIDS?

MADISON, Wisconsin 
(UPI) — The nation’s top 
AIDS researchers, govern¬ 
ment officials, and activists 
laid down their differences 
Friday, July 30, to meet in a 
private brainstorming session 
on finding a cure to AIDS. 

The meeting at the Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin-Madison 
may be the beginning of a 
“Manhattan Project” on 
AIDS, said Larry Kramer, the 
writer who founded the AIDS 
Coalition to Unleash Power 
(ACT UP) and co-founded the 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis in 
New York. 

Kramer has called for a 
unified effort to find a cure 
for AIDS, much like the Man¬ 
hattan Project that produced 
the atomic bomb in World 
War II. He has proposed 
bringing the top AIDS re¬ 
searchers together to work 
with each other. Private non¬ 
profit groups may have to 
fund the endeavor, he said, 
because the federal govern¬ 
ment is not giving enough 
money to AIDS reseeu*ch. 

Kramer, Anthony Fauci, 
the director of the National 
Institute of Allergy and Infec¬ 
tious Disease, Deputy Secre¬ 
tary of Health and Human 
Services Philip Lee, and a 
host of AIDS researchers in¬ 
cluding Max Essex from Har¬ 
vard, were among the approx¬ 
imately 50 people at the invi¬ 
tation-only conference. 

Access was tightly con¬ 
trolled. Martin Delaney of 
Project Inform in San Fran-

cisco said the government of¬ 
ficials would not take part in 
the meeting if there was any 
press coverage. 

Jesse Dobson, a participat¬ 
ing AIDS activist from Pro¬ 
ject Immune Restoration in 
San Francisco, said AIDS ac¬ 
tivists have been disappointed 
that President Clinton has not 
shown leadership on the 
AIDS issue during his presi¬ 
dency. 

“The Clinton administra¬ 
tion has not put enough atten¬ 
tion to it,’’ he said. 

“If Phil Lee really comes 
tomorrow, that’s the highest 
level of attention anybody [in 
the government] has ever giv¬ 
en to this and that’s a big 
step,” he said. 

Joel Thomas of Project In¬ 
form said the p2U‘ticipants are 
“looking at the idea of a sec¬ 
ond front on AIDS. Do we 
need a Manhattan Project? Is 
it feasible?” 

Thomas said private non¬ 
profit groups are very willing 
to help fund research directed 
by the government. T

La Roche Quits

The Hoffmann-La Roche 
drug company announced on 
August 2 that it has discontin¬ 
ued its development and re¬ 
search program for the “TAT 
antagonist” Ro 24-74209, a 
once-promising anti-HIV com¬ 
pound, because of concerns 
about the drug’s tolerability 
and growing evidence that 
the TAT protein upon which 
the drug W2is based is not an 
essential component of HIV 
replication. 

The drug had been studied 
in trials involving more than 
100 volunteers, according to 
Gail Levinson, a spokesper¬ 
son for Hoffmann-La Roche. 
It was studied in three doses 
that proved to be inactive, 
and at its highest — in a study 
involving people with Ka¬ 
posi’s Sarcoma — had side ef¬ 
fects that were not tolerable. 

Thirteen of 32 patients in 
that study discontinued tak¬ 
ing the drug because of the 
side effects, Levinson said. 
Those side effects included 
slurred speech, loss of ap¬ 
petite, depression, fatigue, 
and ataxia. 

The drug was discovered 
by La Roche scientists in 
1989, but as a result of the 
poor tolerance of the com¬ 
pound and new questions 
about the theoretical founda¬ 
tion for the effectiveness of 
the drug, the program was 
stopped. 


“We understand that the ■ 
TAT antagonist was viewed I 
by many within the scientific I 
and patient community as a ■ 
novel and promising new ■ 
agent in the fight against I 
AIDS. Given all of the evi- ■ 
dence to date, however, we H 
believe that the TAT 2 uitago- 9 
nist no longer offers the hope ' 
of becoming an effective anti¬ 
viral agent,” said Dr. Jurgen 
Crews, a Hoffmann-La Roche 
official, in announcing the 
firm’s decision. 

“I think that the whole 
TAT thing turned out to be 
another one of the great fail¬ 
ures of AIDS drug develop¬ 
ment. There was an enor¬ 
mous amount of hype, and all 
sorts of hopes and expecta¬ 
tions were raised for this 
drug, and they were not justi¬ 
fied,” said Jim Driscoll of Di¬ 
rect Action For Treatment 
Access. 

Driscoll said the failure of 
the federal government to 
provide leadership in focusing 
drug development on promis¬ 
ing treatment — and to speed 
up the cumbersome treat¬ 
ment approval and access pro¬ 
cess — are the “real stories” 
about TAT. 

Hoffmann-La Roche said 
that it would continue re¬ 
search efforts in its study of a 
proteinase inhibitor currently 
in Phase 2 trials in the US. 
and Europe. ▼ 


Stop AIDS Reaches Out to 
Young Men with New Campaign

STOP AIDS Project has 
launched a Safe Sex AIDS 
Prevention campaign de¬ 
signed to reach young adult 
gay and bisexual men at risk 
for AIDS and inform them of 
the group’s peer-based single¬ 
session AIDS prevention 
meetings. 

The new poster campaign 
is in response to recent statis¬ 
tics re(pased by the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Health, 
showing one third of young 
gay and bisexual men inter¬ 
viewed between the ages of 
17 and 26 have had unprotect¬ 
ed anal sex within the the last 
year. 

The campaign also fea¬ 
tures a pamphlet detailing 
volunteer opportunities avail¬ 
able with the project, and a 
pocket-sized brochure that 
asks readers how they would 
respond to common situations 
facing sexually active individ¬ 
uals, such as when one part¬ 
ner wants to have unsafe sex 
and the other does not. 

The brochure also lists 
facts about HIV prevalence 
among young men, incuding 
the fact that 14 percent of the 
young men in the Health De¬ 
partment study have HIV in¬ 
fection, and lists available re¬ 
sources for AIDS informa¬ 
tion, education, prevention, 
and treatment. 

“As young gay euid bisexu¬ 



al men, we need to come to¬ 
gether as a community and 
help each other to have safe 
sex every time,” said Johnny 
Symons, Young Men’s Coor¬ 
dinator for the STOP AIDS 
Project. “Our Young Men’s 
Meetings give us an opportu¬ 
nity to talk about what it’s 
like to be young and gay or bi 
at this stage in the epidemic 
and share some stories and 
strategies.” 

“I’m 23 years old. I learned 
to read from Sesame Street, 
the first record I ever bought 
was by Devo, and by the time 
I had my first sexual experi¬ 
ence, AIDS was already 
killing people,” said Joe 
Wright. 

Wright, a volunteer facili¬ 
tator of Young Men’s Meet¬ 
ings for the STOP AIDS Pro¬ 
ject, said that his generation 


“came out” in the era of AIDS 
and that coming to terms 
with sexuality in the midst of 
a pandemic crated its own is¬ 
sues. 

“Our experience with HIV 
is much different than that of 
our elders. It’s key that young 
men work to articulate a uni¬ 
que response to the epidemic. 
Most of us now working to stop 
AIDS recognize that dealing 
with AIDS must not end with 
dispensing facts,” Wright said. 

Wright, project coordinator 
for Awake, Alive, an eight- 
minute video produced by the 
Department of Public Health 
that reinforces safe sex in a 
sex-positive, culture-positive 
and upbeat way, says that 
“emotional factors” lead peo¬ 
ple not to practice safe sex — 
and that the safe sex preven¬ 
tion campaigns are designed 
to cut through emotional de¬ 
nial and encourage young 
men to seek information and 
support about practicing safe 
sex. 

The Stop AIDS Project is 
primarily volunteer and peer 
based and encourages the par¬ 
ticipation of young men, se¬ 
niors, men of color, men liv¬ 
ing with HFV and AIDS.

Bill was an early board member of 
the Shanti Project, involved with the 
Stop AIDS Organization, and past- 
president of Project Inform. He was an 
individual oriented to friendships in 
which he found the strength to face the 
epidemic by helping others. He 
developed friendships early on which 
clearly had an element of creative col¬ 
laboration. The range of his friendships 
was wide, and they were characterized 
by a devotion to quality at their founda- 
tion. His father speaks of the 
remarkableness of his son’s friendships. 

Community involvements were not 
cause for professional advancement; he 
pursued them because he wjmted 
results. He had a professional life in 
another field, as a technical writer for 
Go Corporatioa By the measure of 
things, his life was complete. He had a 
successful profession; a long, stable, and 
loving relationship; the unconditional 
support of his entire family; good 
friends; traveled the world; and had a 
comfortable home. 

Bill died at home, with his sister. Sue 
Bradley, and his friend, Joe Brewer, at 
the center of his care.

case had gone to trial. 

Laguna Beach City Coun- 
cilmember Bob Gentry, who 
had taken an active role fol¬ 
lowing the near-fatal gay 
bashing, was pleased. “I think 
this is a victory for gay and 
lesbian people around the 
country,” said Gentry, adding, 
“every charge held up in 
court and people around the 
country will see that [even] 
Orange County doesn’t toler¬ 
ate violence against gays.” 

Gentry praised the Laguna 
Beach Police Department’s 
handling of the case, noting 
that Chief Neil Purcell made 
sure that no resources were 
spared in the apprehension of 
the culprits and subsequent 
investigation. “If it wasn’t for 
our Chief of Police being the 
advocate that he is for the 
people, we wouldn’t be where 
we are today in this case,” ex¬ 
plained Gentry. 


Not over yet 

Raines and Cribbins will 
appear for sentencing on Oc¬ 
tober 8 at 1:30 p.m., when the 
probation reports will be pre¬ 
sented. Both defendants ex¬ 
pressed an intent to apply for 
probation and could receive 
much shorter sentences than 
the maximum terms designat¬ 
ed in the plea bargain. How¬ 
ever, McKinnon did state that 
he will seek the maximum 
terms for both defendants. 

Nevertheless, defense at¬ 
torneys will attempt to secure 
lesser sentences. According to 
Raines’ attorney, the attack 
was “30 seconds worth of 
madness” and “uncharacteris¬ 
tic” of his client’s behavior. 
Cribbins’ attorney says that 
her client w£is “swept up into 
a situation not of his own 
making.” 

For many, though, it is dif¬ 
ficult to conceive the attack as 
“30 seconds of madness” 
when witnesses state that the 
young men deliberately 
planned to “beat up a fag.” 


Not only did ten young men 
set out that night to gay-bash, 
but they actually stopped at 
several locations presumed to 
be frequented by gays before 
finding an easy victim on the 
beach below Mountain Street, 
nearly beating him to death. 

Eric Lampel, a Laguna 
Hills attorney who is repre¬ 
senting a victim of a similar 
assault, was present at the 
hearing on Monday. While 
pleased with the admission of 
guilt by the attackers, Lampel 
noted that “we need to main¬ 
tain our vigilance as a com¬ 
munity throughout the sen¬ 
tencing process.” Lampel 
stressed that Cribbins will 
now receive a maximum sen¬ 
tence of only one year. 

“The reality is that he 
could be released on proba¬ 
tion,” Lampel continued. “He 
is older than the others, 
planned to assault the victim, 
and delivered the first blow. 


initiating the attack. It is un¬ 
thinkable that [such] a crimi¬ 
nal conspirator might walk.” 

Lampel feels that it is im- 
port 2 uit for the justice system 
to know that the community 
is still concerned about the 
case, which is why he attend¬ 
ed the hearing. He encour¬ 
ages others to write letters ex¬ 
pressing the need for justice — 
prior to the sentencing — and 
has offered his office’s ser -1 
vices to coordinate the effort. 
“It’s not over yet,” says Lam¬ 
pel, “we have to keep the heat 
on. They need to know that 
this community is more cohe¬ 
sive and organized than ever, 
and that we are taking an ac¬ 
tive role in our judicial sys¬ 
tem.”

Unholy Matrimony

D an Quayle and I a^ee 
on a Iccist one thing: 
the economic value of 
marriage. While cam¬ 
paigning here last fall (Califor¬ 
nia was his assigned turf, for 
reasons still unclear) he lec¬ 
tured a group of black wom¬ 
en on the benefits of matri¬ 
mony, calling it their “best de¬ 
fense against poverty.” Our 
difference of opinion is that 
Mr. Quayle wants to deny me 
these considerable defenses, 
while I would cheerfully hop 
abo£ird the bandwagon if he’d 
only let me on. 

The drive for the legaliza¬ 
tion of gay and lesbian mar¬ 
riages took a baby step for-

ward last week when New 
York City passed a “domestic 
partnership” law. Despite 
ceunpaign promises by Mayor 
Dinkins that it would include 
health benefits, the legislation 
had most of its teeth pulled 
before it could pass. Even so, 
it goes further than San Fran¬ 
cisco’s current “domestic part¬ 
ner” registration program, 
which has a twisted history of 
its own: introduced by H 2 ir- 
vey Milk, vetoed by Mayor 
Di£uie Feinstein (excuse me: 
Senator Feinstein), passed by 
referendum, repe^ed by ref¬ 
erendum, re-passed only a 
couple of years ago. 

This may be the Interna- 
tioned Queer Mecca, but it 
took us over a decade to get a 
very watered down status of 
“partnership.” You get a cer¬ 
tificate, suitable for framing, 
and a day off when your part¬ 
ner dies. If there are any oth¬ 
er benefits. I’ve yet to hear 
about them. New York’s law 
at least gives you the right to 
inherit rent-controlled apart¬ 
ments. But health benefits? 
That would Cost Money and, 
therefore, is quite clearly out 
of the question. 

Hawaiian queer 
honeymoon industry 

Domestic Partnership ad¬ 
vocates are more optimistic 
about a recent court ruling in 
Hawaii. Two couples — one 
male, one female — sued the 
state for, essentially, discrim¬ 
ination in denying them legal 
marriage. The court found in 
their favor, ruling that the 
state had to show a “com¬ 
pelling reason” for limiting 
people’s rights. The homo¬ 
phobes have gone off to cata¬ 
logue “compelling reasons,” 
but given their inability to 
come up with much in the 


last several centuries of re¬ 
search, it looks like they have 
an uphill battle here. If the 
ruling stands, it opens the 
door for full-scale marriage 
rights for lesbians and gay 
men. 

This possibility immediate¬ 
ly sponsored the notion of a 
Hawaiian Queer Honeymoon 
industry. If gay and lesbian 
marriages were legal in 
Hawaii, they would have to 
be recognized in the other 49 
states. Thous 2 inds of queers 
would flock to Hawaii to tie 
the knot, and then tri¬ 
umphantly return home to 
claim our rights. 

These ri^ts are consider¬ 
able. They include the rights 
of inheritance and of decision 
making in medical emergen¬ 
cies; they embrace tax breaks, 
health benefits from employ¬ 
ers for the spouse, and leave- 
of-absence policies. While my 
partner and I can patch up a 
legal framework for our nine- 
year relationship via a compli¬ 
cated network of powers-of-at- 
torney, wills, etc., to approxi¬ 
mate marriage rights, there 
would always be gaps in it 
and institutions that could 
refuse to recognize it (e.g., the 
Military, hospitals, employ¬ 
ers). If I could be covered by 
my peirtner’s workplace insur¬ 
ance that alone would solve 
one of the biggest problems 
in our life. 

If just taking a vacation to 
Hawaii and stopping briefly 
at a drive-thru wedding par¬ 
lor (they already have them in 
Vegas, you know) would 
make me eligible for this en¬ 
tire bonanza. I’d be on the 
next plane. ^ would tens of 
thousands of others: instant 
industry. All those guppy dol¬ 
lars from those (reputedly) 
“high discretionary incomes,” 
currently languishing in sav¬ 
ings accounts due to canceled 
ski trips to boycotted Col¬ 
orado, would be lavished on 
air-fare, car rentals, elaborate 
weddings, and — how not? — a 
dream honeymoon in a tropi¬ 
cal paradise. 

Most likely some other 
states would soon follow suit; 
if you have to grant the bene¬ 
fits, why not try and keep 
some of the honeymoon 
largesse as well? But many, if 
not most, would narrow¬ 
mindedly deny gays and les¬ 
bians the right to marry local¬ 
ly, forcing them to become 
matrimonial tourists. By be¬ 
ing first with legalization 
Hawaii can get in the ground 
floor and establish itself as 
THE queer honeymoon par¬ 
adise, just as Nevada got a 
jump on the easy-divorce mar¬ 
ket. While the Colorado 


Chamber of Commerce are 
tallying their boycott losses, 
Hawaiian hoteliers will be 
adding up the profits that 
come with tolerance. 

Marriage suits 

Legal action is fast becom¬ 
ing the most promising line of 
approach to achieving gay 
rights. Attempts at legislation 
have produced a few vague 
and powerless protections, 
like San Francisco’s and New 
York’s watered-down domes¬ 
tic partnership laws, and in¬ 
spired a powerful backlash of 
fundamentalist-sponsored gay- 
hate bills like Colorado’s. 
Some question whether basic 
human rights should even be 
subjected to referendums at 
all; it’s obvious that gay rights 


don’t do well at the polls. In 
fact, the best chance for over¬ 
turning Colorado’s homopho¬ 
bic measure appears to lie in 
challenging it in court. 

The election of Clinton led 
many to hope that executive 
action could leap-frog over le¬ 
gal and legislative barriers to 
ban discrimination. But Clin¬ 
ton’s craven collapse on gays 
in the military has deflated 
these hopes. If he were really 
serious about defending our 
rights he could have passed 
on all the day-one announce¬ 
ments and high-profile hoopla 
and quietly, oh so very quiet¬ 
ly, not appealed purged Petty 
Officer Keith Meinhold’s re¬ 
cent court victory over the 
Pentagon, which required his 
reinstatement on active duty 
in the Navy. Instead the Clin¬ 


ton administration has decid¬ 
ed to attempt to overturn that 
decision; it may yet end up in 
the Supreme Court. 

(Commentators have noted 
that in this the Clinton admin¬ 
istration effectively continues 
the Bush administration’s pol¬ 
icy on the topic. The Seime 
could be said for Haiti and for 
the budget. Makes you won¬ 
der where the differences are, 
doesn’t it?) 

Whether its military ser¬ 
vice or marriage rights, we 
seem to do better in court — 
where the system at least 
pays lip-service to logic — than 
we do an 3 rwhere else. If there 
is any Justice at all in the sys¬ 
tem (a far from proven point) 
it must eventually yield us a 
fairer deal that has been al¬ 
lowed so far. ▼

Gays Fight Mass. Arrests 

IPSWICH, Massachusetts -- Two gay men have filed a fed¬ 
eral discrimination suit, claiming they were arrested for engag¬ 
ing in intimate caressing on a remote Massachusetts beach that 
would have resulted in only a warning to a heterosexual cou¬ 
ple. 

Rene Villegas and Jorge Castillo filed the suit in U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court in Boston against the Massachusetts Trustees of 
Reservations, which runs Crane Beach in Ipswich, north of 
Boston. 

Villegas and Castillo said they were arrested by two reser¬ 
vation police officers on June 19 while they were caressing 
each other intimately in a secluded section of the beach, but 
that they were not engaged in sexual intercourse. 

The two claimed that “heterosexuals engaging in similar 
conduct would not have been arrested,” and that their arrest 
amounts to discrimination.

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Randall Terry's Message of Hate: 
Abortion Today, Gays Tomorrow

All has been quiet on the 
Operation Rescue front in 
Jose this week, according 
to San Jose Police Officer 
Manny Vasquez. That’s in 
contrast to last week, when 
the home of San Jose Mayor 
Susan Hammer was targeted 
by anti-choice Christian fun¬ 
damentalist activists. 

Operation Rescue’s “Cities 
of Refuge” siege fizzled out in 
San Jose, as it did nationally 
when the organization was 
unable to raise the thousands 
of supporters it claimed. 
Worse for O.R., few of the 
newer demonstrators within 
their ranks were willing to 
face arrest in civil disobedi¬ 
ence actions pl 2 uined by Chet 
Gallagher, founder of the mil¬ 
itant right wing organization 
“Lambs for Christ” as well as 
Operation Rescue’s local com¬ 
mander. 

However, the 100 anti¬ 
abortionists who marched on 
Mayor Hammer’s home 
showed that the battle is not 
over for pro-choice activists, 
many of whom are gay men 
who have worked hundreds 
of hours in the past few 
weeks in support of women’s 
rights to control their own 
bodies. 

The protesters appeared to 
violate San Jose’s recently- 
passed ordinance that pro¬ 
hibits protests within 300 feet 
of private homes, which was 
intended to protect doctors 
from the residential harass¬ 
ment that has become peu't of 
O.R.’s guerrilla warfare. The 
police, however, made no ar¬ 
rests, on the advice of the city 
attorney, because the pickets 
were t2U‘geting the house of a 
city official, rather than a doc¬ 
tor, who the ordinance was 
designed to protect. 

Despite the recent chal¬ 
lenge by attorneys for Opera¬ 
tion Rescue, San Jose Superi¬ 
or Court Judge Foley upheld 
the ordinance’s constitutional¬ 
ity, effectively shutting down 
one of Operation Rescue’s 
main type of actions. 

Locally, gay activists have 
worked in the front lines of 
the pro-choice movement be¬ 
cause they believe a women’s 
right to control her body is 
similar to the right of gay 
men and women to control 
their bodies in relating sexu¬ 
ally to each other. According 
to a spokesperson for Bay 
Area Coalition for Reproduc¬ 


tive Rights, Operation Rescue 
is “expected to use the same 
tactics on queers that they are 
perfecting in the abortion bat¬ 
tle.” 

Randall Terry, founder of 
Operation Rescue, indicated 
during his speech at San 
Jose’s Civic Auditorium, mid¬ 
way through the nine-day 
protest, that the abortion 
rights issue is merely the tip 
of his agenda for moral con¬ 
trol of the United States 
courtrooms, culture, and what 
we do with our bodies. 

“Ask yourself this ques¬ 
tion: what do you want Amer¬ 
ica to look like in 20 or 30 
years from now? It’s a given 
that child killing will be driv¬ 
en back to hell from whence 
[sic] it came. It’s a given that 
the abortionists will be going 
to jail for trying to kill chil¬ 
dren, not Christians going to 
jail for trying to save children. 
That’s a given. But will that 
suffice for you? Will you be 
happy if the only thing that 
we have accomplished in the 
next 20 or 30 years is the 
eradication of child killing?” 
asked Terry, as the audience 
responded vigorously with 
“no” to each of his last two 
questions. 

“What will the status of 
the sodomite movement be?” 
he continued. “What will the 
status of pornography be? 
How about government-spon¬ 
sored humanist education? 
What kind of films is Holly¬ 
wood going to produce? 

“What about TV shows? 
What about the arts? Will 
your tax dollars pay for a cru¬ 
cifix floating in a vat of urine 
or human fecal matter and 
homosexual pornography and 
video like right now [sic]? 
What about the universities? 
Will they continue to under¬ 
mine faith in young people, 
faith in the Bible, faith in 
God, but crank out graduates 
who are politically correct, 
eco-freak one-worlders?” 
asked Terry rhetorically, to 
laughter and roaring ap¬ 
plause. 

“What about medicine?” 
asked Terry, “Will we contin¬ 
ue to have euthanasia? We we 
continue to have babies con¬ 
ceived in a petri dish? Will 
our politicians continue to be 
like Ted Kennedy and Bar¬ 
ney Frank and Bob Pack- 
wood and Bill and Hillary 
and Donna Shalala and the 
rest of the fools, the ethical 
morons that are taking this 


country into the jaws of hell 
in Washington, DC? Or will 
our leaders be God-fearing 
men and women whose ethi¬ 
cal allegiance is to the ten 
commandments?” 

“Now. Listen closely,” Ter¬ 
ry ordered the audience with 
his finger pointed in the air. 
“If you are envisioning refor¬ 
mation along the lines of righ¬ 
teousness that I have just dis¬ 
cussed, and [sic] whether you 
know it or not, you are hop¬ 
ing to build a distinctly Chris¬ 
tian culture that is built on 
the ten commandments. Now. 

I am going to say this without 
shame. I am going to say it, 
and people, you can pin it to 
me the rest of my life. If Cfod 
is willing, I hope some day to 
be in public life. In fact, I sub¬ 
mit to you that every single 
person in this room who fesirs 
God can do a better job than 
Barney Frank and Ted 
Kennedy. Because the fear of 
God is the beginning of wis¬ 
dom. Right?” 

At age 34, Terry’s political 
aspirations and so-called Chris¬ 
tian cultural agenda for the 
United States — which he sets 
out in his new book WHY 
Does A Nice Guy Like Me ... 
Keep Getting Thrown in 
JAIL? — has plenty of time to 
grow in the backyards of the 
American right. It was not 
long ago that David Duke, 
former Wizard of the Ku 
Klux Klan, used that organi¬ 
zation for his personal politi¬ 
cal aspirations to gain state 
political office and succeeded. 

“I eun going to say this and 
I pray to God that I never 
back down from this the rest 
of my life,” Terry affirmed 
dramatically, “lam going to 
say it here tonight and I pray 
that God gives you that vision 
in your soul. Our goal must 
be to build this country into a 
Christian nation solely built 
on the ten commandments 
because the only other choice 
is a pagan nation. There is no 
neutrality. You will either 
have a country that is built 
and founded on the ten com¬ 
mandments, both its civic 
laws and its social mores, or 
you will have a country that 
rejects God, rejects God’s law, 
and anything goes. “ 

Ironically, “sodomites” are 
never mentioned in the ten 
commandments; those who 
covet £Uid bear false witness 
are.'W

Local Lesbian Lawyer 
Addresses American Attorneys

Attorney Carole Cullum 
bec 2 ime the first openly les¬ 
bian attorney to address the 
Association of American Trial 
Lawyers of America, at the 
group’s annual convention 
held in San Francisco on Au¬ 
gust 2. 

Cullum delivered an address 
to several thousand ATLA 
members on “Co-parenting 
and Adoption of Children in 
Non-Traditional Marriages: In¬ 
cluding Lesbian and 
Homosexual Relationships.” 

Cullum, a former political 
organizer and activist who 
once worked for Congress- 
woman Bella Abzug in Weish- 
ington, D.C., is a 1984 gradu¬ 
ate of San Francisco’s 
renowned New College 
School of Law. 

Cullum is a partner in the 
firm Cullum and Sena, along 
with attorney Cheryl Sena. 

The legal team, which con¬ 
ducts a gener£d law practice, 
is widely considered to be ex¬ 
pert in second-parent adop¬ 
tions. 

Cullum also authored an 
article last month on the same 
issue of Trial, the prestigious 
journal of the ATLA. 

That gays and lesbians 
raise children is becoming an 
accepted reality, Cullum says. 

With an estimated ten per¬ 
cent of the nation’s popula¬ 
tion homosexual, the num¬ 
bers of lesbian and gay par¬ 
ents are estimated to be well 
over 2 million and the num¬ 
ber of children may be as 
high as 6 million, according to 
recent statistics. 

“It’s important for people 
in committed relationships to 
acknowledge that they are in 
fact forming a family, 
whether they have children 
or not,” Cullum says. 

And, Cullum says that les¬ 
bians and gays with children 
need to take advantage of the 
law to make the legal system 
— “which traditionally ignores 
and gives short shrift to les¬ 
bian and gay and other het¬ 
erosexual unmarried relation¬ 


ships” — work on their behalf. 

“It’s important to use the 
law to plan for any contingen¬ 
cy,” she said. 

Among those contingency 
include parenting agreements, 
wills, durable health care 
powers of attorney, partner¬ 
ship agreements, and other le¬ 
gal coven 2 mts and declara¬ 
tions that plan for any con¬ 
tingency. 

But for lesbian and gay 
couples raising children, 
adoption provides several pro¬ 
tections that are otherwise un¬ 
available. 

Cullum told the Bay Area 
Reporter that although there 
is support in the judiciary in 
California for such adoptions 
by the non-biological second 
parent, or by a gay male cou¬ 
ple who has a child through 
surrogacy or just by a gay 
couple wishing to raise a 
child, not all judges in Cali¬ 
fornia — and certainly not 
around the nation — are up to 
speed on the issue. 

One judge who is feimiliar 
with the issue is Lee Baxter, 
Presiding Judge of the Family 
Law Division of the San 
Francisco Superior Court. 
Baxter has presided over 


many adoption cases brought 
to court by lesbian and gay 
parents because the C 2 difornia 
Department of Social Ser¬ 
vices flatly and routinely re¬ 
fuses to approve them, forc¬ 
ing parents to go to court. 

“My sympathy for this is¬ 
sue came from the days I did 
dependency hearings in Juve¬ 
nile Court and saw some of 
the awful families we had to 
remove kids from. It is for 
this reason that I am always 
delighted to see children in 
first class homes, regardless 
of the parent’s sexual prefer¬ 
ence, that can provide a living 
and stimulating environment 
and where the child will grow 
up to be a productive mem¬ 
ber of society,” Baxter said. 

Her address to the annual 
convention provides a much 
needed education to straight 
lawyers and the judiciary 
from around the country, Cul¬ 
lum said. 

“These are not people pri¬ 
marily from San Francisco. 
They are not primarily prac¬ 
ticing lesbian and gay law. 
There will be a lot of con¬ 
sciousness raising going on. 
I’m really excited about that,” 
she said. T 


The Census Counts—Or Does It?

Seui Francisco’s Domestic 
Partners advocate, Larry 
Brinkin, thinks there’s good 
news and bad news in the 
newly-released US. Census 
figures listing over 140,000 
same-sex households. Brinkin, 
a mediator of San Francisco’s 
Human Rights Commission, 
has been a tireless fighter 
since the early 1980s for do¬ 
mestic partners recognition 
and benefits. 

“My reaction is two-fold,” 
he said, “it’s positive that the 
question was included in the 
census — regardless of its ac¬ 
curacy, just so people can get 
an idea that we exist. 

“And,” he continued, “even 
that some of us are willing to 
be counted — and by exten¬ 
sion get an idea of our num¬ 
bers. The fact that there is 
publicity and information that 
we’re out there, and in signif¬ 
icant numbers, reinforces us 
in our fight for domestic part¬ 
ner benefits.” 


On the other hand... 

Brinkin’s negative take on 
the issue is similar to that of 
other gay activists, that the 
numbers are incredibly low. 

“Take Wyoming for in¬ 
stance,” Brinkin said, “it’s in¬ 
credible to think that we can 
take those figures seriously — 
that there are only two male 
couples and 28 female couples 
in the entire state.” 

Not surprisingly, California 
weighed in with 36,602 same- 
sex households, 7.39 percent 
of the total. Of those house¬ 
holds, 64 percent were male 
and 36 percent were female, 
which should engender some 
changes in the lesbian “nest¬ 
ing” jokes. By comparison. 
New York tallied only 13,748 
households, 60 percent male 
and 40 percent female. 

Overall for the United 
States, the 145,130 recorded 
same-sex households made up 
4.55 percent of the total, with 
81,343 male and 63,787 female 
households recorded. 

As might be expected, 
those places in which public¬ 


ity played a large role in ex¬ 
plaining the importance of 
the census in recording saime- 
sex households there was a 
high incidence of reporting. 

Here in San Francisco 

San Francisco listed the 
largest number of same-sex 
households in the nation, 
recording 35.4 percent of all 
unmarried couples, in con¬ 
trast to 18.9 percent in Wash¬ 
ington D.C, 16.9 percent in 
Seattle and 15.3 in Boston. 

Despite the surprising fig¬ 
ures nationwide, Brinkin and 
other activists agree that the 
gay and lesbian community 
should be cautious about the 
figures in this first-time-out ef¬ 
fort at a count. “With no real 
frame of reference I’m not 
comfortable with affording 
the right wing an opportunity 
to beat us up with numbers 
we know are too low, due to 
underreporting, closets, cul¬ 
tural and other causes,” 
Brinkin said. “Let’s just say 
it’s a good start and work on 
it for next time.” ▼

T ime: 1993. Place: the 
corner of 18th and 
Castro streets, near 
lovely Hibernia 
Beach. A cute twenty-ish 
grunge-type asks a curly-head¬ 
ed street musician, “Do you 
play any Doors?” The equally 
young guitarist answers reluc¬ 
tantly, “No, I only do stuff 
from the ’20s. It’s such pretty 
stuff, though, I can’t do it jus¬ 
tice. There’s so much of it, I 
can keep going and never 
even get to the ’30s.” 

A crowd gathers to hear 
Craig Ventresco on his bat¬ 
tered 1938 Kay acoustic gui¬ 
tar, with his music partner 
Pete Devine on washboard 
and percussion. Listeners of 
all ages find themselves tap¬ 
ping their toes and smiling 
uncontrollably. Here’s the old- 
style jazz we first heard in 
classic cartoons; the music 
our grandparents discovered 
in vaudeville, tent shows, and 
on pianolas. 

The two guys sitting on 
the corner are reproducing re¬ 
markable music: “Meet Me In 
St. Louis, Louis” which gets

O nly a few weeks 
ago, Jonathan 
Tolins’ play Twi¬ 
light of the Golds 
was called a work of science 
fiction. Today it might well 
be considered science fact. 
The play’s prescient plot re¬ 
volves around current head¬ 
lines that delight some and 
horrify others: the discovery 
of a gay gene. 

A year and a half ago, 
when Dr. Simon Levay of the 
Salk Institute for Biological 
Studies released his findings 
about the difference in size 
between the straight and gay 
male hypothalamus, play¬ 
wright Tolins was spurred to 
explore the issue on a person¬ 
al, more emotional level. By 
the time he completed Twi¬ 
light and saw it produced 
(and acclaimed by l^s Ange¬ 
les critics), science caught up 
to his plot. The world is now 
closer than ever to precise 
identification of the gay gene 
— and Jonathan Tolins is on 
his way to Broadway (with 
preliminary stops in San 
Francisco and Austin, Texas). 

Libera] Jews 

The Golds of the title are a 
liberal New York Jewish fam¬ 
ily: Walter is the golf-playing 
patriarch and Phyllis is the 


righteously ragged in double¬ 
time; “Ukelele Lady” the Tin 
Pan Alley imitation of Hawai¬ 
ian music (written by Gus 
Kahn and later done in Dix¬ 
ieland revival by Lu Watters, 
then ’60s jug band style by 
Jim Kweskin); or Louis Arm¬ 
strong’s “(What Did I Do To 
Be So) Black and Blue.” 


Frown Fest 

If you’ve been lucky 
enough to catch them midday 
in the Castro or on Haight 
Street, you may know that 
the group is called Bo Grum- 
pus, a Maine nickname for a 
mumbling sourpuss. 

“It’s true that we frown 
when we play,” Craig admits. 
“It’s concentration — no time 
to smile and be a tourist at¬ 
traction.” The boys are, in 
fact, from Maine, having ar¬ 
rived in our gay mecca five 
years ago when they began 
street performing. “It’s the 
easiest way I know to make a 
buck [but not much more] 
and to practice at the same 
time. We play five days a 
week on average.” That adds 
up to 1,250 total performances 


emotion-centered, wisecrack¬ 
ing matriarch. Daughter 
Suzanne and her scientist 
husband Rob are celebrating 
their third wedding anniver¬ 
sary and son David is a gay 
set designer for the 
Metropolitan Opera. The 
character descriptions and the 
family dynamics could be 
right out of a well-written, 
one-liner-laden sitcom, and for 
a while, that’s just what Twi¬ 
light of the Golds is.

ity. When Suzanne and Rob 
learn their baby will be gay, 
like Suzanne’s brother David, 
the Gold family is forced to 
deal with the love and toler¬ 
ance they feel for David as a 
gay human being and their 
outright hatred of homosexu¬ 
ality. 

When 26-year-old Tolins, 
who is gay, began writing 
Golds, he was working as a 
temp for movie studios and 
writing unproduced screen¬ 
plays. Having moved to L.A. 
after graduating from Har¬ 
vard in 1988, New Yorker 
Tolins had his first taste of 
show biz when he became a 
writer for the game show 
Wipeout. Like most strug¬ 
gling writers, Tolins hoped 
for a modicum of success, but 
Twili^t of the Golds cata¬ 
pulted him into the nation¬ 
wide arena. Several weeks 
ago, when further data was 
released pointing to the exis¬ 
tence of a gay gene, Tolins 
appeared on Nightline, as did 
scenes from his play. He also 
wrote a first-person piece in 
Time magazine about the 
amazing — and almost alarm¬ 
ing — speed with which sci¬ 
ence has caught up to his fic¬ 
tion. 

Shock Theatre 

Tolins says it was scary to

plains that his boyfriend, who 
is not in the band, has parents 
there “who are members of 
Parents and Friends of Les¬ 
bians and Gays.” They all 
marched with P-FLAG. Yet 
back when Craig met Pete at 
a college blues jam, it was 
Pete who was the out one, “or 
out as you can be in Portland, 
Maine.” 

Pete began playing drums 
at age eight. He was rescued 
from his older brothers’ love 
of Chicago blues, early 
Rolling Stones, and the Vel¬ 
vet Underground by his 
grandma, who turned him on 
to the earlier wackiness of 
Spike Jones and his City 
Slickers. Still, Pete recalls 
ruefully, “in grade school, it 
was hard to find kids who 
wanted to play anything but 
rock and roll.” 

Pete and Craig became 
friends listening to Craig’s 78 
rpm record collection, “trea¬ 
sures recorded between 1892 
and 1933 — comic monologues 
by early vaudevillians, 
whistling solos, banjo solos.” 
Craig insists, “I’m one gay 
person you’re never going to 
meet in a disco. I’m not going 
dancing unless it’s to rag¬ 
time.” 

Gay Roots 

Though now esoteric, their 
style of jazz is — and always 
was — goodtime music. And a 
gay and lesbian scene Wcis 
clearly part of the party. You 
can hear the gay presence in 
some of the ’30s get-down 
blues of Harlem, recorded on 
Jass Records. Sissy Man 
Blues featured the raw song 
“B.D. Woman’s Blues” at a 
time when people were still 
too shy to spell out Bull Dag¬ 
ger. Craig mentions a female- 
to-male-drag musician who 
played in the Count Basie 
Band for years (does anyone 
know his/her name?), and the 
great traditional jazz piano re¬ 
vivalist Wally Rose. He also 
mentions the Chrysanthe¬ 
mum Ragtime Band, an 
amazing 22-piece gay orches¬ 
tra that played the Bay Area 
for a dozen years until very 
recently. 

Then there’s Peter 
Mintun’s Orchestra, still do¬ 
ing elegant foxtrots and 


charlestons, and that tight vo¬ 
cal trio The Jesters (on whose 
upcoming CD Bo Grumpus 
guests). If you’ve never caught 
Bo (jrrumpus’ infectious 
sounds, or only he 2 ird them in 
passing on the street, you 
have a treat in store. They are 
now playing indoor gigs at 
hip clubs. There you can lis¬ 
ten as Craig Ventresco pulls 
more notes than he can frown 
at from his antique guitar. 
You can follow Pete Devine’s 
uncanny physical grace (like 
Johnny Depp’s in Benny and 
Joon) as he plays the wash¬ 
board with a left hand brush 
while never missing a beat, 
syncopating complex counter¬ 
rhythms with his right on 
cowbells, blocks, cracked 
cymbals, and even a bike 
horn. He’s a worthy successor 
to the one-man-band style of 
long-gone Jessie “San Francis¬ 
co Bay Blues” Fuller. 

At indoor gigs, the duo 
goes trio, joined by their 
stand-up bassist Marty Eggers 
or, on occasion, by Cheapsuit 
Terry Zwigoff on mandolin, 
banjo, and cello. 

This Sunday, Bo Grumpus 
premieres their new cassette 
at Freight and Salvage in 
Berkeley. Performing live in 
clubs, away from the ambient 
sounds of Castro Street, you 
can hear these 25-year-old up- 
and-comers do some of the 
quieter ragtime numbers (like 
a 1908 “The Smiler”) or guitar 
transcriptions of piano strides 
(Fats Waller’s “Handful of 
Keys,” for example). And on 
their tape you get the bonus 
of Craig’s wry humor and 
laid-back vocals on some fa¬ 
vorite hokum tunes from the 
old days: Kalmar and Coop¬ 
er’s 1915 “Floating Down the 
Old Green River (On the 
Good Ship Rock fit Rye)” and 
an obscure 1920 bad-girl-in- 
the-city song, “Tiddle De 
Winks.” ▼

I n 1983 Mitchell Lichten¬ 
stein made an interna¬ 
tional splash playing 
Richie, the witty, urbane 
gay soldier in Robert Alt¬ 
man’s Streamers. He shared 
the best actor award at the 
Venice Film Festival with his 
five co-stars in an attention 
grabbing performance that 
would normally open doors in 
Hollywood. But except for 
supporting roles (Louis 
Malle’s Crackers and The 
Lords of Discipline), scat¬ 
tered TV guest spots, and 
some stage work that he’s 
very proud of, Lichtenstein 
wasn’t able to capitalize on 
Streamers. With lines like, 
“My friends don’t call me 
E.D. [Exempt from Duty], 
they call me Irene,’’ delivered 
in perfect Bette Davisese, the 
character of Richie — and 
Lichtenstein’s memorable 
performance — may have 
made too strong an impres¬ 
sion on casting directors. 

Now, ten years later, at 37, 
he has his second starring 
movie role in The Wedding 
Banquet, a new comedy from 
Taiwanese director Ang Lee. 
He plays Simon, the sympa¬ 
thetic partner and co-conspir¬ 
ator of Wai-Tung, a man pre¬ 
tending to be straight for his 
visiting parents. This spring 
he had a small role that was 
ultimately cut from the final 
Cheers episode. His father is 
Pop-artist, Roy Lichtenstein. 

Over the telephone, Licht¬ 
enstein seems self-aware, 
humble, and appealingly non¬ 
chalant about his unique sta¬ 
tus as an out gay actor.

Paul Bollwinkel: Who in¬ 
volved in The Wedding 
Banquet was gay? 

Mitchell Lichtenstein: Me. 

Not Ang? I thought maybe 
it was his story. 

No, no. He says he based it 
on a friend that he knew in 
the army. I went into it as¬ 
suming he was gay and that 
Winston Chao (Gao Wai- 
Tung, his lover in The Wed¬ 
ding Banquet) was, but no, 
none of them were. 

What’s your character Si¬ 
mon like? 

He’s the moral center. In a 
way he’s supposed to be the 
traditional Chinese wife. The 
irony is that Wai-Tung actual¬ 
ly has the wife that his par¬ 
ents would like him to have, 
but it’s a man. I got rid of 
some of the more wifely 
things that were in the script. 

I me 2 in they had me sewing 
(laughs). 

Were the filmmakers aware 
of gay issues? 

For the most part. There 
were gay crew people on the 
set and they had their eyes 
open, too. There were little 
things that would get away 
from the filmmakers because 
they weren’t gay or always 
gay sensitive. 


What about the sex scene 
between Wei-Wei and Wai- 
Tung? Did you object to 
that or think it was unrealis¬ 
tic? 


I understand that there is a 
conceivable objection, but I 
didn’t. I know personally that 
it’s not at all impossible. Just 
because you’re gay doesn’t 
mean you can’t have sex with 
a woman. It’s not like the film 
is saying he was transformed 
or anything. 

How familiar were you with 
some of the Chinese wed¬ 
ding traditions in the ban¬ 
quet scene? Your double- 
takes were great. 

Not at all. The dangling 
chicken heads is a trick to get 
newlyweds to kiss. It’s very 
childish really. It was like 
having the bachelor party at 
the wedding. 

What language were you 
speaking? 

Mandarin. I learned a tiny 
bit as a teenager. For the 
movie I had to learn phoneti¬ 
cally and I have no ear for it. 
I thought I was getting pretty 
good but the Chinese people 
would just laugh. 

You’re quoted in the public¬ 
ity material for the film as 
saying you liked the fact 
that the film isn’t necessari¬ 
ly politically correct. 

They made me say some¬ 
thing (laughs). I think it isn’t. 
If you closely examine it, it 
isn’t all that PC because it 
takes all the characters’ points 
of view into account. If yoii 
are coming from a certain 
point of view you’d want Wai- 
Tung to come out directly to 
his father, and you’d want ev¬ 
eryone to understand com¬ 
pletely what was going on in 
the relationship and to accept 
it or say, “go fuck yourself.’’ 
I’d love to do a film like that, 
too, but this one equally re¬ 
flects the parents’ and the 
girlfriend’s point of view. 

What’s been the reaction in 
Taiwan? 

It’s made more money and 
been seen by more people 
than The Bodyguard. It obvi¬ 
ously is speaking to people 
who wouldn’t necessarily ac¬ 
cept gay issues on other lev¬ 
els. 

How did you feel about 
playing a gay character af¬ 
ter doing one in Streamers? 

I’m thrilled as long as it’s 
not one of those caricature 
parts that we’re all well 
aware of. I’m eager to do 
more and I’m writing a movie 
now that has a gay character; 
I’m adapting a gay detective 
book. 

When you did Richie, the 
very out gay character in 
Streamers and were mur¬ 
dered ... 

I didn’t actually get mur¬ 
dered in that movie, but I got 
murdered in Hollywood. 

Sorry, I thought Richie got 
murdered. It’s been awhile. 

No I survived, but I just 
didn’t do another movie for 
ten years. 

How did playing the non- 
murdered Richie affect your 
career? 

I think, in general, people 
really liked the portrayal and 
they didn’t want anything like 
it in their movies. 


Vito Russo in The Celluloid 
Closet blames Altman for 
directing you to play Richie 
as too “flaming and sophisti¬ 
cated.” 

If it was exaggerated, ex¬ 
cept for the sandals, which he 
wanted. I’ll take the blame. I 
guess I interpret it that the 
question in the movie isn’t, “is 
Richie gay?” He seemed to 
me completely gay, complete¬ 
ly out, and the point was that

they couldn’t see what was in 
front of their faces. David 
Rabe’s comment was that the 
emphasis was on the straight 
characters’ reaction to a gay 
presence not on “is he or isn’t 
he.” 

How was coming out to 
your parents? 

A dream. I was very lucky 
because my father and step¬ 
mother Dorothy are smart, in¬ 
telligent, worldly people. 
There was never any question 


of his approval. 

Has it ever been an issue 
when you’re auditioning? 

I don’t think anyone’s ever 
brought it up openly. 

But it’s part of what they’re 
thinking. 

Yeah. And there are peo¬ 
ple who wouldn’t see me be¬ 


cause they think gay parts are 
all I can do. 

Does it bother you? 

Not much. ▼

What a Concept

E lliott Linwood’s Mo¬ 
bility show, which 
just opened at the 
Morphos Gallery, is 
the latest appearance on the 
gallery scene by the enterpris¬ 
ing gay San Francisco artist. 


Linwood’s new installations 
concern themselves with the 
evidence of transmission, 
both sexual or cultural in 
scope.

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nered several solo shows, in¬ 
cluding the viscerally moving 
Swarm last month at the 
Lab, and he is currently curat¬ 
ing a group show set to open 
at the San Francisco Arts 
Commission Gallery come 
fall. 

The installations at Mor¬ 
phos are conceptually gener¬ 
ated assemblages which read 
as puzzles, less found objects 
than found enigmas. Sweep¬ 
ing Generalizations, for ex¬ 
ample, presents an assort¬ 
ment of brooms, their handles 
sheathed in condoms, sur¬ 
rounding a child’s casket. Ex¬ 
planatory text supplies the 
juicy anecdote. It seems mis¬ 
sionaries tried to convey 
Western concepts of birth 
control to (unspecified) vil¬ 
lagers. Turns out the natives 
took the Christians’ demon¬ 
strations with rubbers literal¬ 
ly and put love gloves on 
their brooms before they 
fucked. This amusing little 
story is mediated by the 
artist, who has his own id¬ 
iosyncratic take on cultural 
anthropology, rendering the 
fable somewhat suspect. 

A similar rebus quality 
characterizes all of the works 
in the show, some more suc¬ 
cessfully than others. The 
beauty of conceptual art, the 
power inherent in the form, 
manifests when all its compo¬ 
nents add up, as in Swarm, 
to more than their sum. The 
downside comes when the ef¬ 
fect is merely clever rather 
than compelling, and several 
pieces here have negligible 
gallery presence. Certainly 
the visual aesthetic is not pri¬ 
mary in a piece like Assign¬ 
ment, which consists of some 
signage and tacks, a pacifier, 
and a Post-it note. The prob¬ 
lem is that the concept — 
something to do with gender 
assignment of public space — 
isn’t developed convincingly. 

On the other hand, Lin¬ 
wood has a knack for calling 
iconic objects into being, and 
his shows always include at 
least one knock-out creation. 
In Swarm, it was Initiation, 
a large vessel filled with sy¬ 
ringes suspended in honey. 
Mobility’s signature image is 
one element of Balancing Pri¬ 
orities, a stiletto shoe cus¬ 
tomized with a locking 
leather anklet and rearview 
mirror. This bondage/glam¬ 
our totem is offered both as 
objet d’art and photograph, 
where the heel-mounted mir¬ 
ror reflects, a la Annie Sprin¬ 
kle, a scene of heterosexual 
penetration. How determined¬ 
ly perverse. 

Thrill of Inclusion 

Fetish objects loom large 
in this exhibition, from a 
merkin (a vaginal hairpiece 
worn by French whores to 
cover syphilis sores) under 
glass to a Ben Wa ball on a 
velvet cushion. Their thrill of 
inclusion is similar to the suc¬ 
cess Nay land Blake has had 
bringing S/M accoutrement 
into the museum space, but 
while Blake’s work is ground¬ 
ed in a consistent theoretical 
stance, Linwood’s conceptual 
use of sex gear seems scatter¬ 
shot, hit-and-miss. 

Ultimately, the strength of 
an artist’s work comes down 
to the extent to which his or 
her vision is manifest in any 
given piece. My highest crite¬ 
rion for art is whether it 
moves me, which does not 
preclude conceptual art (the

Much of Mobility seems con¬ 
trived, taking on huge themes 
like war and disease only to 
use them as fodder for the 
art’s satisfaction with its own 
conceits. 

The sole exception in this 
show, the installation Lateral 
Move, is also the strongest 
work. A shopping cart brim¬ 
ming with items purchased at 
“an upscale New Age grocery 
store” stands beside another 
cart, the latter containing all 
the worldly goods of a gay 
homeless man who lives in 
the Civic Center. Linwood 
purchased the man’s rig for 
the same dollar amount that 
he spent on the luxury health 
food. The concept here, of 
juxtaposing two economic

classes’ use of the same con¬ 
tainer, is elegant in its sim¬ 
plicity and clarity. At the 
same time this piece is in¬ 
fused with a compassion miss¬ 
ing from the other work. 

The artist says he had to 
be “very careful to avoid any 
whiff of exploitation” in ac¬ 
quiring the components. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the rig’s owner has 
access to his stuff in the 
gallery for as long as the 
show is up; when it closes, he 
gets his cart back — or the 
money if it’s sold. Linwood 
does not profit from the deal, 
except in the gratification of 
realizing a beautiful idea. 

The supermarket cart is as 
telling an icon of ruthless late 
capitalism as any ready-made 
was of Duchamp’s time and 
place. Its keynote position in 
Mobility anchors the expend¬ 
able cleverness of the show’s 
more arcane installations. El¬ 
liott Linwood is asking many 
of the right questions in the 
continuing evolution of his 
art. Now, perhaps, he can 
move on to sharing some of 
the answers he’s found in his 
heart and have the courage to 
leave the cleverness out. ▼

High-Tech 

Claptrap

T he state of musical 
theatre in San Fran¬ 
cisco hit a pretty low 
level with Theatre 
Rhino’s recent eco/gay musi¬ 
cal Coconut. I thought it 
couldn’t get much worse, but 
I was wrong, very wrong. 
The Underworld Opera Com¬ 
pany’s Close Your Mind and 
Kiss Me, now running at the 
Somar Theatre, is more them 
just the worst musical theatre 
experience I’ve ever had. It is 
the musical equivalent of a 
barium enema. 

Those lucky few who were 
fortunate enough to see the 
high-tech, Vegas-like musical 
Night Dreams that glitzed 
and grunted its way through 
town two years ago know the 
pleasure of a deliciously bad 
musical — so bad it’s good. 
Unfortunately, Close Your 
Mind doesn’t even approach 
the Night Dreams level. 
There are so many things to 
hate about this show that it’s 
hard to know where to begin. 

Ostensibly a science-fiction 
extravaganza complete with 
space ships, video monitors, 
and sexual intrigue. Close 
Your Mind and Kiss Me does 
not succeed on any level. It’s 
not entertaining; in fact, it is 
migraine-inducing. The vocal 
skills of most cast members 
are negligible at best, and the 
music and lyrics constitute an 
aural emetic. 

To call Close Your Mind a 
musical is really giving it too 
much credit. No, this musical 
is about as tuneless as a 
belching oil pit. The “music” 
is monotonous and practically 
free of any melody whatsoev¬ 
er. The entire score by Guy 
Brenner — and this show is 
sung through from beginning 
to end — sounds like the 
bridge between the chorus 
and the verse of a song you 
don’t even like to begin with. 

The insipid lyrics by Dave 
Dennison are so mind-numb¬ 
ing I couldn’t even remember 
any of them long enough to 
write them down (except one: 
“Why must happiness be a 
treacherous enigma?”). The li¬ 
bretto by Dennison is in¬ 
scrutable. An entire page of 
the two-page program is de¬ 
voted to explaining the story, 
and it still doesn’t make 
sense. Watching the thing cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t help. 

I tried to follow the charac¬ 
ters’ relationships, but the six 
dancers who added absolutely 
nothing to this amazingly stat¬ 
ic show kept getting in the 
way. I think it went some¬ 
thing like this: Space ship 
Commander Wit is in love 
with mission specialist Tess, 
but she likes funky sex. She 
goes on a mission and flies 
through space in a stupid lit¬ 
tle cardboard spacecraft until 
she crashes on a planet where 
she eats Styrofoam and is tor¬ 
mented by a savage who 
keeps trying to make her eat 
a banana. The dancers 
Martha Graham their way in 
and out, disturbing the com¬ 
pelling narrative, but next 
thing I know. Wit up in the

spacecraft is being seduced by 
K the male android who 
takes on the form of Tess. 
The Tess/K creature rapes 
Wit, then K turns back into 
K. By the end, K still has 
Tess’ breasts, and he and Wit 
fall in love. While the man 
and the android are having 
sex, the real Tess comes back 
to the space ship and kills 
them both. The show ends, 
the music stops, and I 
couldn’t have been more re¬ 
lieved. Best part of the whole 
evening. 


From Bad to Worst 

So you’ve got your bad 
lyrics, bad music, bad book. 
How about topping it all off 
with some of the worst 
singing you’ve ever heard? 
Troy Anthony Harris as Wit, 
the commander of the space 
ship Kozy Fire, may very 
well be tone deaf. If he can 
sing, he certainly does not get 
a chance to show it in this rot¬ 
ting space junk score. He 
most decidedly does not have 
a way with the endless minor 
scales he is saddled with. 

Giving life to the android 
K is Steve Thrush, whose vo¬ 
cal stylings can only be com¬ 
pared to the most insidious, 
the most whiny, the most 
grating noises you encounter

on an unpleasant trip to the 
dentist. His two-note range is 
pushed to the limit in almost 
every phrase. You cringe, you 
cover your ears, but Thrush’s 
piercing wail still violates 
your eardrums. 

Only Tina Osinski as Tess, 
the love interest who says 
fuck a lot so she must be 
tough, has a legitimate voice. 
I can imagine it would actual¬ 
ly be pleasurable to hear her 
sing on some blessed occasion 
when she is not singing this 
score. 

It occurs to me that per¬ 
haps Close Your Mind and 
Kiss Me is a comedy, a spoof, 
a big inside joke. Well, shame 
on the creators if it is because 
there is not one funny mo¬ 
ment in the entire show they 
deign to share with the audi¬ 
ence. There is not a shred of 
humor in the music, the book 
or the performances, but 
there can be no other expla¬ 
nation for such a giant waste 
of talent and time. The whole 
high-tech claptrap would be 
unbearably pretentious if it 
just weren’t so lacking in 
quality in every conceivable 
way. Close your eyes, close 
your ears, close your Muni 
maps, close your wallets, 
close your mind. Close any¬ 
thing that might lead you to 
Close Your Mind and Kiss Me. 
V

PCLO's 'The Prince and the Pauper' 

Show in Search of Itself

A nyone connected 
with the Peninsula 
Civic Light Opera’s 
world premiere of 
The Prince and the Pauper 
musical who believes that the 
show is — as the publicity and 
posters proclaim, “Broadway 


Bound!” — is truly delusional. 
While this lumbering con¬ 
struction may find future life 
in outlying high schools and 
unsuspecting summer tents, it 
is hardly commercial Broad¬ 
way fare. There’s a reason it 
is being tried out so far from 
New York. 

It’s not merely that the 


show is neither fish nor fowl 
— neither traditional musical 
comedy nor present-day mu¬ 
sic drama. It’s that it has so 
little identity of its own. Par¬ 
tially a throwback to operetta, 
including some of the genre’s 
uncomfortably outdated con¬ 
ventions, and only fleetingly a 
musical play in the contempo-

rary sense, this P&P squan¬ 
ders the not inconsiderable 
talents of its creative team in 
continued, profuse, and over¬ 
bearing misapplications. 

A plethora of songs (22!) 
and a mountain of scenery 
and stage craft weigh down 
the action. Far too many sub¬ 
plots, each with its attendant 
songs, leave little room for a 
coherent script. Exposition is 
weak at best, not to mention 
laughable when a swashbuck¬ 
ling hero shows up just in the 
nick of time to save the en¬ 
dangered prince at the ruffi¬ 
an’s roadhouse without ever 
being told where it is and 
crippling at the show’s outset 
when the prince and the pau¬ 
per become friends because 
the plot says they do. 

Most damaging to our de¬ 
sire to go along with this pon¬ 
derously told tale are its man¬ 
ifold and confounding shifts 
of tone. Shifting from a Les 
Mis sort of gritty realism to a 
bastard cousin of Lionel 
Bart’s Oliver, the father of 
the pauper is first a truly 
heinous villain who kills a 
priest, beats his wife, and pre¬ 
pares to kill his son, but then 
blooms into a vaudevillian 
buffoon selling a weak come¬ 
dy number. 

All Over the Map 

Similarly, the music is all 
over the map: Meyerbeerian 
stock villainy for the 
courtiers, Lloyd Webber-ish 
ballads for the lovers, pallid 
musical comedy turns for the 
kids. Credit the songs with a 
welcome dose of actual 
melody; debit them with rou¬ 
tine lyrics. And from whence, 
except Leonard Bernstein’s 
Candide, cometh the New 
Age finale, a choral ode to the 
brotherhood of man called 
“All of Us Are the Same.” 
While nearly attaining its 
“Make Our Garden Grow” as¬ 
pirations musically, the song’s 
words are a soggy end to a 
plodding evening. Even a 
wholesale pruning won’t 
breathe life into such a white 
elephant. 

Gay connotations fall 
where you’d least expect 
them. Certainly not in the 
truncated, underwritten scene 
for the two boys. They aren’t 
together enough to celebrate 
the joys of either friendship 
or coming of age. And then, 
plopped into the second act, is 
the sudden stripping and flog¬ 
ging of the creamy-skinned, 
finely furred hero. I’m not 
into flagellation, but the sight 
of a little skin and the sound 
of the lash provide an awak¬ 
ening bite the evening sorely 
lacks. 

The cast is swell, the or¬ 
chestra (conducted by Grego¬ 
ry Van Sudmeier) a wow — 
and blissfully unamplified, 
unlike the cast who are ren¬ 
dered largely incomprehensi-

ble by the loudly echoing sta¬ 
dium-type sound system. Mu¬ 
sic and lyrics by Judd Wolden 
and Marc Elliot; book by 
Richard Holland; the dozens 
of semi-convincing sets eter¬ 
nally rotating on the stage’s 
huge revolve are the work of 
Loren Sherman; dozens of ex¬ 
pensively beautiful costumes 
by Lindsay Davis; and mo¬ 
ments of enlivening choreog¬ 
raphy by Berle Davis. 

One of the few locals in¬ 
volved, and in his 20th season 
with the PCLO, Davis con¬ 
tributes the evening’s sure 
touches, especially a whimsi¬ 
cal dance in which the ser¬ 
vants present dinner to the 
false prince. It’s right out of 
Disney. 

It’s hard to tell the inspira¬ 
tion for the rest of the 
evening. Certainly not a chil¬ 
dren’s story nor the socially 
aware twitting of the Twain 
original. This The Prince and 
the Pauper, though earnestly 
well-intentioned, is without 
either a point of view or an 
identity of its own. The adap¬ 
tation and the music are entire¬ 
ly generic. And that’s the kiss 
of death. T

Nicky Silver's 'Free Will and Wanton Lust' 



Dangerous 


by Jerry Metzker 

N icky Silver writes 
with a maniacal 
nervous energy that 
is almost dangerous 
and definitely threatening. In¬ 
stead of extending its arms 
around the audience and em¬ 
bracing it, his newest play, 
Free Will and Wanton Lust, 
barges into the theatre like a 
wounded soldier, simultane¬ 
ously seeking solace and resti¬ 
tution. That Silver manages 
to do this with humor makes 
the play a fascinating, com¬ 
plex probe into humanity. 

The wounded characters 
here continually wreck each 
other’s lives, not so much in¬ 
tentionally, but rather like the 
starving people we see on the 
news who mob the relief 
trucks and destroy as much, if 
not more, than they acquire. 

Claire, a wealthy society 
matron, maintains her youth 
and a false sense of power by 
taking one young lover after 
another, convincing each that 
he is the first. She is the con¬ 
temporary antithesis of 
Blanche DuBois, a woman 
who uses and discards young 
men rather than being used 
and discarded by them. 

Her two children have ob¬ 
viously been affected by her

behavior. Fifteen-year-old 
Amy’s lover has just left her, 
and she is pregnant. Through¬ 
out the play she makes sin¬ 
cere but feeble attempts to 
connect with her mother. 
Failing, she retaliates by ruin¬ 
ing her mother’s current love 
affair. 

Although Claire cannot 
even remember her daugh¬ 
ter’s name, she dotes on her 
son, Philip. He, however, is 
no picnic. A social and sexual 
misfit, he can barely speak 
when he gets nervous. Having 
brought his fiancee home to

meet her, he helplessly looks 
on while Claire shreds the 
woman to pieces. 

Talk and More Talk 

The characters in this play 
talk about what they think, 
about what they feel, about 
what they have done, about 


what they want to do, about 
what they are doing — and at 
the same time, they question 
all of it. For all the talk, very 
little changes. Even though 
some wounds may heal, oth¬ 


ers quickly open up to take 
their place. 

Do we get the way we are 
by nature or nurture? Philip 
asks at the end of his first of 
three monologues in the sec¬ 


ond act. As far as Silver is 
concerned, no one will ever 
know. 

Nancy Lee Russell heads 
the terrific cast. Russell takes 
the role of Claire by the horns 
and runs with it. Given the 
opportunity to shine, she 
blazes like the sun. 

As Philip, Andrew 
Hurteau is a mass of oversen¬ 
sitized nerve endings. With a 
physicality reminiscent of 
Frankenstein’s monster, he 
seems always on the verge of 
exploding. There is no relief 
in sight for this character. 

In spite of her smaller and 
weaker-written role, Delia 
MacDougall’s Amy marks yet 
another of her solid perfor¬ 
mances. John Reynolds and 
Jamie Jones round out the 
cast as, respectively, Claire’s 
young lover Tony and 
Philip’s fiancee Vivian. 

What I did not feel — and 
missed at the end of the play 
— was that I had witnessed 
the most harrowing, frighten¬ 
ing, and moving experience 
of these characters’ tumul¬ 
tuous, complicated lives. Sil¬ 
ver did not so much choose 
not to write a “big moment,’’ 
but seemed unable to admit 
that there could be such a 
thing. Consequently, the dra¬ 
ma feels a bit incomplete. 
However, the play is fascinat¬ 
ing, and Silver the director 
does Silver the writer justice 
in this production. Here is 
one playwright whose career 
is worth watching. ▼

Modern Mysticism 

More Than Me 

by Isana Mada Grace Dhyana; Ohyana Press, $10.95 

Subtitled “Confessions, Perceptions, and Inspirations of a 
Modern-Day Mystic,’’ Dhyana’s first book is a reflection upon 
The Path. A Western woman who resigned her worldly preoc¬ 
cupations to take up the life of a guru, Dhyana (who now heads 
a small San Francisco ashram) is a former student of Da Free 
John. 

Her book is divided into three parts, each of which contains 
the subheadings: “Confessions,’’ “Perceptions,” and “Inspirations.” 
Original poems are also interspersed throughout the narrative. 
When sharing her personal experience of spiritual bliss, the au¬ 
thor fares no better or worse than any other writer who has tak¬ 
en up this essentially impossible task But in her “Perceptions” 
sections, Dhyana soars with accurate impressions about “concen¬ 
sus reality” and the role of the mystic in modern society. She 
even takes on politics with considerable authority. 

Dhyana observes, “We have become a nation that stands for 
nothing — or not much. We have become a nation that has ex¬ 
tended not the High-Minded democratic principles of our fore¬ 
fathers; but which has instead, extended the unprincipled per¬ 
ceptions of a governing elite ... . We, as a political concensus, 
have become dull, fat, soft, whining, self-serving, and self-indul¬ 
gent mirrors of our elected representatives who likewise mirror 
us.” 

As a guru, Dhyana is the real thing. Her book combines sim¬ 
ple, loving truths with a take-no-prisoners skewering of the ego- 
based shenanigans that currently predominate in the modern

Clever and Compelling 

Final Atonement 

by Steve Johnson; Onyx, $3.99 

Steve Johnson is a writer to follow. His new mystery. Final 
Atonement, is clever and compelling. His detective, Doug Or¬ 
lando, is a gay man who has committed the one unforgivable sin 
in the cop canon: he testified against an officer who deliberately 
shot a black teenager twice in the back. Even the cops who think 
Briggs was wrong to shoot the suspect won’t forgive Orlando for 
snitching on a brother in blue. 

The harassment against Orlando, whose gay identity becomes 
another weapon for the harassers, is painful to read because it 
is so believable. The other characters in the novel, including Or¬ 
lando’s lover, Stewart, are realistically portrayed, with enough 
quirks to make them interesting. Orlando’s gayness is a fact in 
the story, not the reason for the story. I recommend Final Atone¬ 
ment highly; it is a detective novel with brains and heart.

Lesbian Notion or Lesbian Nation? 

Sisters, Sexperts, Queers: Beyond the Lesbian Nation 
edited by Arlene Stein; Plume, $11

T he mainstream’s flir¬ 
tation with the les¬ 
bian notion — if not 
the lesbian nation — 
has been recently reflected on 
the covers of Newsweek and 
Vanity Fair, as well as in the 
lesbo-erotic appeal of print 
advertisements for a range of 
consumer goods. What is be¬ 
yond the “lesbian nation” is, 
today, lesbianism as a kind of 
marketing strategy, an ac¬ 
knowledgment of a new gen¬ 
eration of women who are 
more connected to, and prod¬ 
ucts of, the dominant culture 
than are their older sisters. 

Sisters, Sexperts, Queers 
offers a chorus of fresh voic¬ 
es, 16 essays thematically 
grouped around sex, self-im¬ 
age, home, and community, 
with new visions of both the 
concept of “community,” the 
role of identity politics, cuid 
answers to the perennial 
question, “Who is a lesbian?” 

Community, these days, is 
more often than not a eu¬ 
phemism, as what once was 
the lesbian community has 
been fractured into warring 
factions, barely uniting annu¬ 
ally for pride parades or to re¬ 
spond to attacks from the re¬ 
ligious/political right. This 
contrasts with the “lesbian na¬ 
tion,” a hegemonic construct 
articulated by educated, 
white, middle-class women 
two decades ago. Today’s 
community may be more 
fragmented, but it is also a 
richer, more complex, di¬ 
verse, and much more inter¬ 
esting one thcui the monolith¬ 
ic model previously envi¬ 
sioned. 


In this earlier conceptual¬ 
ization, lesbianism, as Stein 
notes, was “reconstructed in 
politically ‘pure’ terms”; to¬ 
day’s reality is quite different. 
Now women often call them¬ 
selves “queer” (and are not al¬ 
ways strictly lesbian in sexual 
practice), have an increased 
alliance with gay men, are 
comfortable in lipstick and 
heels, in butch/femme roles, 
with S/M, and even as par¬ 
ents. Stein considers the les¬ 
bian “public erotic culture” as 
the “reassessment of an earli¬ 
er feminist orthodoxy that 
held all sexual representa¬ 
tions of women to be degrad¬ 
ing” and the reclamation of 
the lost sexual identity of les¬ 
bians, which was suppressed 
by a well-intentioned but mis¬ 
guided brand of feminism. 

Rebels With a Cause 

In “Identity Crises: Who Is 
a Lesbian, Anyway?” Vera 
Whisman remarks that the 
new generation of what she 
calls “bad girls” “rebel as 
much against their feminist 
predecessors as against male 
power.” She examines the 
“clash between lesbian femi¬ 
nist and lesbian queer styles 
and ideologies,” and tackles 
the question of defining who 
is a lesbian. Is it she who 
identifies as one but has nev¬ 
er slept with a woman? 
Those with a heavily het 
paist? Or “if she becomes in¬ 
volved with a man next year, 
was she ever a true lesbian?” 

These queries often lead to 
a multiple identity crisis (I 
know. I’m having one); Whis¬ 
man concludes that “a lesbian 
must simply be any woman 


who calls herself one, under¬ 
standing that we place our¬ 
selves within that category, 
drawing and redrawing the 
boundaries in ever-shifting 
ways. For there is no essen¬ 
tial and timeless lesbian, but 
instead lesbians who, by cre¬ 
ating our lives day by day, 
widen the range of possibili¬ 
ties.” 

Among the essays collect¬ 
ed under the theme of “Look¬ 
ing for Home,” Dorothy Alli¬ 
son writes, “There is no all¬ 
purpose feminist analysis that 
explains away all the compli¬ 
cated ways our sexuality and

core identity are shaped, the 
way we see ourselves as parts 
of both our birth families euid 
the extended family of friends 
and lovers we invariably cre¬ 
ate within the lesbian commu¬ 
nity. For me the bottom line 
has simply become the need 
to resist the omnipresent fear, 
that urge to hide and disap¬ 
pear, to disguise my life, my 
desires, and the truth about 
how little any of us under¬ 
stand — even as we try to 
make the world a more just 
and human place for us all.” 
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In the same section in 
“Lesbian Marriage... (K)Not!” 
Catherine Saalfield discusses 
the notion of lesbian mar¬ 
riage, the “smokescreen” of 
monogamy, and the belief 
that “in a dishonest or re¬ 
pressed relationship you’re 
just as vulnerable on Sunday 
nights as someone in a non- 
traditional situation,” She 
questions why lesbians want 
to get married: “Is this the 
only road to acceptance? 
Community support? Parental 
recognition? What are the 
great expectations of 
promised exclusivity? What 
meaning does ‘marriage’ have 
when it’s not legal?” How, she 
asks, are other lesbians im¬ 
pacted by this — and hasn’t it 
been cited as an oppressive 
patriarchal institution by fem¬ 
inists for decades? 

Unpleasant Echo 

Saalfield sees a danger in 
lesbian marriage as an echo 
of the dominant culture and 
in the “pseudo-heterosexual, 
familial scenario,” because it 
casts most lesbians, who are 
not trying to recreate the nu¬ 
clear family nor subscribe to 


its consumerist value system, 
as “difficult, unacceptable, dis¬ 
ease-spreading, sex-crazed, 
pathological, unstable, adoles¬ 
cent, unfocused, unsuccessful, 
slutty perverts.” 

In the final section, “Com¬ 
munity and Its Discontents,” 
Alisa Solomon (“Dykotomies: 
Scents and Sensibility”) ad¬ 
dresses the behavioral control 
imposed by a small group of 
righteous dykes who demand 
that lesbians follow a list of 
dos and don’ts in what they 
wear, eat, and even practice 
sexually. Solomon sees this as 
“an unintentional imitation of 
the oppression it’s determined 
to replace,” and believes that 
“legislatingsensitivity equates 
disabilities that require sys¬ 
temic change — such as 
wheelchair ramps or signing 
— with ailments that people 
can deal with themselves, by 
bringing their own special 
foods or getting treatment for 
their allergies. ... By refusing 
to make distinctions, we end 
up valorizing helplessness 
and making a fetish of safe¬ 
ty.” 

In the closing essay, “Wan¬ 
dering Through Herland,” 
Maria Maggenti offers a fit¬ 
ting final commentary about 
the rapidly transforming les¬ 
bian community and where it 
stands: “From girl bars and 
‘glamour dykes’ to the still 
present politically correct les¬ 
bian behavior police, it seems 
all of us are going through 
changes, throwing off the 
legacies of the 1970s to dis¬ 
cover things about ourselves 
that are far more ambiguous, 
frightening, and perhaps even 
unnameable than all our fem¬ 
inist theory and lesbian porn 
put together.” ▼ 


Simply Great 


Alma Rose 

by Edith Forbes; Seal, $10.95

F irst novels tend to be 
filled with more 
promise than achieve¬ 
ment. Nascent novel¬ 
ists write in many voices as 
they begin to discover their 
own style, their own particu¬ 
lar voice. The exceptions to 
these rules are rare, but when 
they appear, readers receive a 
great gift. 

Alma Rose is Edith 
Forbes’ astonishing first nov¬ 
el, and it is as well-written 
and delightfully original a 
novel as I have read in years. 
The plot is filled with unex¬ 
pected turns that are absolute¬ 
ly believable. The characters 
are richly detailed, and the 
hero, Pat Lloyd, is a remark¬ 
able combination of wry in¬ 
sight and honest revelation. 
Pat is a woman who has lived 
almost all her life in the 
deadly (and small) town of 
Kilgore. Her only entertain¬ 
ment is the books she orders 
through the mail. Her work 
at her father’s general store is 
as predictable as the rest of 
her life. “My own nature,” she 
says, “was about as migratory 
as a sandstone butte.” She 
might as well be invisible for 
all the attention that the 
townsfolk, or her father, pay 
her. She serves as a listener 
who is expected to say noth¬ 
ing, but if she does, her re¬ 
sponses are disregarded. 

And then Alma Rose ar¬ 
rives. Alma Rose is a truck 
driver from somewhere (she 
won’t say where), who “want¬ 



ed life to be breathtaking.” 
Alma Rose is intrigued by 
Pat’s silence, certain that hid¬ 
den beneath her stolid exteri¬ 
or are fireworks and cham¬ 
pagne. Their friendship and 
their love affair are the begin¬ 
ning but not the point of the 
novel. I’m not going to tell 
you what happens next, but I 
can assure you that Forbes is 
a novelist of great originality 
and consummate skill. 

The writing is exceptional; 
the choices of language 
exquisite, as in this descrip¬ 
tion of winter in a small 
town: “Winter was a pulled-in 
sort of season, anyway, a time 
when hopes and expectations 
were as dormant as the vege¬ 
tation, and disappointments 
were received with resigna¬ 
tion rather than the injured 
surprise of the more ambi¬ 
tious seasons.” I found myself 
rereading paragraphs and 
pages just to savor the lan¬ 
guage. I hope I have con¬ 
vinced you that Alma Rose is 
worth your investment of 
time and effort. It is, simply, a 
great novel. ▼

write something personal in a 
forum as big as the one pro¬ 
vided by Time. “I’ve never 
really considered myself any 
kind of gay spokesman,” he 
says. “I just don’t ... it’s not 
something I’ve ever aspired 
to, and I felt a real sense of 
responsibility. I was mostly 
afraid I would say something 
that would offend other gay 
people rather than offend the 
other side. I tried to be as ju¬ 
dicious as possible.”

ed person (“I’ve never seen an 
entire episode of Star Trek.”), 
preferring the more emotion¬ 
al world of opera and musical 
theater (“I got that gene,” he 
jokes). The scientific phe¬ 
nomenon that has thrust his 
work into national view 
scares him. 

“What happens in the play 
won’t be possible for a while, 
but it is very frightening that 
science is moving so quickly,” 
he says. “This danger of ge¬ 
netically engineered genocide 
towards gay people is not go¬ 
ing to happen in the near fu¬ 
ture, and it may never be¬ 
come possible, but I feel the 
issue presented in the play 
cuts right to the hecu-t of all 
these other debates we’re hav¬ 
ing like gays in the military 
and gay rights. 

“The play forces people to 
answer the question: if you 
had your druthers, would you 
just rather all these [gay] peo¬ 
ple go away? Science is about 
to put that decision into peo¬ 
ple’s hands. Look at the ‘don’t 
ask, don’t tell’ policy for gays 
in the military. Isn’t that just 
a way to say, ‘Look, can you 
really just shut up and pre¬ 
tend you don’t exist.’ Pretty 
scary.” 
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Like many playwrights, 
Tolins feels the label “gay 
play” is too restrictive for his 
play. “I don’t want it called a 
gay play because it is about a 
lot of stuff,” he says. “When 
you say gay play, people pret¬ 
ty much picture a play about 
the specifics of gay life — one 
that takes place in bars and 
gyms. There’s nothing wrong 
with that, but it’s not what 
this play is. It’s a family play. 
Angels in America is not a 
good gay play. It’s a good 
play.” 

Tolins likens the use of the 
term “gay play” to the label 
“liberal” as used by Republi¬ 
cans. “The label smacks of 
something negative like the 
play is just an expression of 
one special interest group in¬ 
stead of being a theatrical ex¬ 
perience that has universal 
themes and explores the hu¬ 
man condition.” 

Though the word gay is 
never used in Twilight of the 
Golds, being gay is, Tolins 
admits, specifically what the 
play is about. “The reason I 
don’t use the word gay in the 
play is because it makes the 
audience use the word on the 
way home. The absence of 
the word gay keeps the play 
in a poetic realm. It makes 
the audience ask, ‘What is it 
we don’t like about that char¬ 
acter that makes us want to 
get rid of anyone like that?’ ” 


Evolutionary Ideas 

Like Wagner’s Ring cycle, 
from which he has borrowed 
numerous themes and motifs 
(not to mention the title 
which is an altered version of 
the third Ring opera Gotter- 
dammerung or Twilight of 
the Gods), Tolins says his 
play is about crossing from 
one evolutionary period to an¬ 
other. “Twilight is about go¬ 
ing from a period of evolution 
where nature decides who is 
born and who isn’t into a pe¬ 
riod where we decide.” 

Tolins does not consider 
himself a scientifically mind¬ 


Archtypal Relations 

The Golds are not just an¬ 
other family to Tolins. To 
him they are the symbolic 
American family, an Ameri¬ 
can family that deep down 
loathes their gay family mem¬ 
ber. “People say to me, no 
one would ever feel that way 
about their own child, but 
look at the AIDS crisis. 
Aren’t these America’s chil¬ 
dren? And did America re¬ 
spond with, ‘Oh, my God! 
Our children are sick — we’ve 
got to do everything we can 
to help them’? No, they said 
those people are different. 
While the play is in the realm 
of science fiction, emotionally 
it ties back to issues we’re go¬ 
ing through right now.” 

As audiences across the 
country relish the wry sense 
of humor and the prickly de¬ 
bate supplied by Twilight of 
the Golds, Tolins is con¬ 
cerned with his looming fate. 
His play — only his third full- 
length play — is scheduled to 
open at Broadway’s Booth 
Theater this October, which 
also implies an impending re¬ 
view from New York Times 
critic/leveler of plays Frank 
Rich. Tolins says he is al¬ 
ready having nightmares. 
Success may be the major 
component of his current 
existence, but insecurity is 
still present in his own genet¬ 
ic structure. “Part of me 
thinks [Rich] should like this 
play because he seems to like 
plays that have gay themes,” 
Tolins says. “The thing that 
really scares me about Frank 
Rich is that I think he is a 
very persuasive writer. I’m 
afraid he’s going to give us a 
bad review and it’s going to 
convince me.” ▼

Slaves in the Temple of Love 



W hat follows is an 
excerpt from play¬ 
wright Robert 
Patrick’s first nov¬ 
el, Temple Slave, which fo¬ 
cuses on the origins of off-off- 
Broadway theatre in 1960s 
New York. Robert Patrick 
was intimately involved in 
this explosion of creative en¬ 
ergy, and his book concen¬ 
trates on the gay male contri¬ 
bution to these dramatic inno¬ 
vations that would subse¬ 
quently transform the theatre 
world. 

In this excerpt, Joe Buono, 
a failed dancer and founder of 
the Expresso Buono, the first 
’60s underground theatre, 
tells his playwrights how he 
happened to come to New 
York. 

★ ★ ★ 

“Well, of course, all Italian 
boys do anything. But there 
has to be money changes 
hands. They was a delivery 
man for a ice-plant, well- 
brought-up boy, good people, 
workin’ his way up through 
the family business.” Joe 
touched a chubby forefinger 
to the side of his nose to indi¬ 
cate what kind of “family.” 

“And he used to bring ice 
to the bar next to the dry 
cleaners where I had me a 
summer job. I caught his eye, 
auid like all Italian boys, he 
pretends not to see. But every 
day after that he wears his 
sleeves rolled up a little high¬ 
er over his big muscle arms, 
and shoves his beisket a little 
higher in his pants, ’cause 
he’s thinkin’ about me, you 
see. I just keep staplin’ tickets 


to the dry cleanin’ bags and 
try not to look. 

“So by now he’s got his 
equipment shoved up almost 
to his waist-band. He’s 
wearin’ thinner and thinner 
jeans. He has his shirt peeled 
open. He stops wearin’ a shirt 
and comes in a sleeveless un¬ 
dershirt like Marlon Brando 
in A Streetcar Named Desire. 
He takes it off and wears it 
tied around his caboose. He 
lifts the big ice and his back 
flexes. I’m so upset I’m mixin’ 
up tickets. 

“They starts to be holes in 
his jeans. I’m about to be 
crazy. It gets to where, he heis 
any bigger holes in his jeans, 
he’s deliverin’ ice naked. He 
takes to standin’ outside the 
dry cleaner’s with his hands 
on his ass, tappin’ his toe and 
lookin’ angry. Finally one es¬ 
pecial hot day he comes 
stormin’ into the shop and he 
says in Sicilian, ‘Okay, bobo, 
your move!’ 

“So, what, I blow him be¬ 
hind the big bangin’ racks of 
brown paper dry cleanin’ 
bags. I’m a kid, you under¬ 
stand, I had done this for my 
friends, but never a full- 
grown man of my own race 
before. In a public place. I’m 
real nervous. And he’s got a 
vengeance on for me. He’s 
standin’ there with his legs 
spread and one hand on his 
butt and the other around my 
head bangin’ me against his 
belly and half-chokin’ me, and 
who can suck because what 
he’s really doin’ is fuckin’ my 
face, my fotch-ella, and then 


he wipes himself on my face 
and stands there lookin’ at the 
ceilin’ with his hand out. I 
don’t know what to do. I kiss 
his palm. 

“He growls and wipes his 
palm on his jeans and he says 
in English, ‘Shit! Don’t kiss 
men. Come on. There has to 
be money.’ And I said, ‘I don’t 
have no money.’ And he says, 
‘You don’t have no money?’ 
And I said, ‘What you want 
from me? I’m a little kid. I 
don’t have no money.’ And he 
says, ‘She-it,’ and runs out of 
the shop, and I don’t know. 
I’m kneelin’ in the paper bags 
with tears in my eyes and 
come on my face, and he 
comes runnin’ back in and 
slaps me with five one-dollar 
bills and he says, ‘Ther^, 
stupid; next time ,you give 
that to me!’ ” 

“Jesus,” said David. 

We all laughed and started 
to applaud. 

“Oh, they’s-a more,” Joe 
said, stopping us by holding 
up his fat little palms. “Pretty 
soon I get a call from the ice¬ 
man’s uncle that he needs a 
apprentice waiter in a big 
restaurant. See, the iceman he 
likes what I give him and he 
wants some more, so he gets 
me a job like a respectable 
man, so I can pay my own 
way.’ ’ 

“He must have really liked 
your uvula.” David said. 

“Oh, he likes my uvula,” 
Joe said, “and before long he 
liked my under-la, and then 
he gets to where he wants a 
little uvula and a little under- 


la and a little over-and- under- 
la, so we got to meet at his 
place where we got a little 
privacy for such complica¬ 
tions. And then he decides he 
wants a little of my la-la-la in 
iiis own under-la, which it 
surprises me on accounta be¬ 
cause I’d give that before to a 
white man in a gas station 
restroom, but a grown Italian 
man? But I’m in love by now, 
so he gets what he wants, and 
now we’re takin’ turns puttin’ 
our cannoli in each other’s 
canali, and he takes out a 
blade one night and cuts me 
here — Joe exhibited a faint 
scar inside his right elbow “ — 
and he holds the cuts together 
so we mix blood, and he says, 
‘We have a secret,’ and if I 
tell, he cuts off my la-la-la. 


"It gets to 
where, he has 
any b^i^r 
holoi in his 
Jeans, he's 
delivej^' ice 
naked.” 


“So now he tells me what 
he’s about. He ain’t gay, he 
says, but he uses a filthy 
Italian word for it. He just 
wants to get into a special 
branch of the Families, a elite 
killer corps composed all of 
fags who are not married and 
have no wife or children for 
anyone to take revenge on. 
He wants to be part of this 
killer corps, this Sacred Band, 
which it pays very well, but 
he says before you can join 
you must prove you are a fag- 
illa, and you must have a 
male lover, which you take 
for life. So that is what my 
life is to be. 

“So he has secretly been 
getting in touch with this se¬ 
cret corps. And one night he 
brings home to me two very 


dark, very slick-dressed 
dudes, and he says, ‘Now, 
Giuseppe, we show these 
good people what you and me 
really are.’ And in front of 
them on his bed we show 
these people, we roll over and 
over to show them we can be 
trusted. 

“And these men nod to 
each other and they take off 
all their clothes but their hol¬ 
sters and say, ‘Okay, now you 
have to prove it to us.’ So to 
our amazement, me and my 
iceman, we have to service 
both these men in their gun 
belts in some very peculiar 
ways, whatever they say, but 
I’m an Italian and I’m in love, 
so do I say, ‘No?’ 

“And so we are ultimately 
lying there sticky with seed 
£md blood and whatever, and 
the two big dark sleek men 
get up and get dressed and 
they are at the door, and my 
iceman, naked on his knees, 
he says, ‘So do we get into 
this elite corps?’ And they 
laugh and say in Sicilian, 
‘Sucker, they is no elite corps. 
That is a lie we tell cocksuck- 
ers like you just to get our 
rocks off.’ And they laugh and 
shoot out the lights and drive 
away, and he’s out there on 
his porch screamin’ in Sicil¬ 
ian, and I drag him back and 
he beats me and throws me 
out on his lawn and locks his 
door. So I have to sneak and 
dodge in the bushes home 
and crawl in my window and 
wipe the disgrace off and fig¬ 
ure what I’m gonna tell 
Mama how I lost all my 
clothes. 

“And that, bambini, is how I 
decide to come to New York 
and be a ballerino.” T

The Value of lyping

H ave you ever no¬ 
ticed how we all 
love to categorize 
people into types? 
And not just people, either. 
Our medical profession has 
attempted to categorize every 
type of distress into one 
group or another. Perhaps we 
believe it makes things easier 
to deal with, or control, when 
we have a name for it and it 
is assigned a particular place. 
In our own community, the 
insistence on either gay or 
straight, male or female, is a 
prime example of this basic 
tendency toward categoriza¬ 
tion. 

Traveling back a few years 
to the Greco-Islamic tradition 
from which our “modern”

medicine sprang, life was clas¬ 
sified into the “four hu¬ 
mours.” And from these four 
— melancholic (earthy), phleg¬ 
matic (watery), sanguine (airy), 
choleric (fiery) -— was derived 
a “complete” classification of 
constitutional types. A person 
had the predisposition to fall 
prey to illnesses in one of 
these four classifications. 

This system of classifica¬ 
tion also came along with a 
set of personality characteris¬ 
tics. In 1640, George Herbert 
wrote that “the Choleric 
drinks, the Melancholic eats, 
the Phlegmatic sleeps.” He 
was probably a sanguine 
(airy) type, since he fails to 
mention them, but I’d hazard 
a guess that they spent a lot 
of time analyzing. Though at 
face value it may appear that 
we no longer use this classifi¬ 
cation of types, it continues to 
pop up in everyday speech 
and customs: “He’s a real hot¬ 
head.” “She was overcome 
with melancholy.” 

Another obvious medical 
classification which includes 
the elements and also gives 
insight into the emotional ten¬ 
dencies of a person is the Chi¬ 
nese Five Element Theory. 
Not only does each meridian 
pair represent a pair of or¬ 


gans, but also an emotion, a 
taste, a time of day, a color, 
etc. 

Great Categorizer 

Astrology is also a great 
categorizer. Working with the 
four elements of earth, water, 
fire, and air, as well as the 
tendency or flavor of the per¬ 
sonal and more distant plan¬ 
ets and luminaries, it not only 
assumes the predisposition of 
an individual toward certain 
character traits, but can also 
point to the part of the body 
which each planet influences. 

And then there’s psycholo¬ 
gy. Like the medical profes¬ 
sion, it also gives a name and 
a place for everything. The 
type of character, the type of 
neurosis or psychosis (both of 
which are categories already), 
the types of phobias a person 
might have ... . 

The thing that I find so 
compelling about typologies, 
many of which have existed 
for eons, is that there always 
seems to be a kernel of truth 
in them. And we all have our 
favorites. 

Borrowing from the field 
of somatic psychology. I’ve al¬ 
ways been fascinated by Shel¬ 
don’s study of constitutional 
types. His original study has 
been refined over the years, 
but generally, Sheldon classi¬ 
fied body types into three cat¬ 
egories: ectomorph (long and 
wiry), mesomorph (stocky and 
muscular), and endomorph 
(rounder and more pear- 
shaped). Ecto, meso, and endo 
refer to the three layers of the 
skin and body — ecto relating 
to the nervous system, meso 
relating to the musculature, 
and endo relating to the inner 
viscera. 

One little catch phrase I 
learned was “Ectos resist, 
mesos persist, and endos ex¬ 
ist,” referring to the character 
tendencies of the three consti¬ 
tutional types. It was empha¬ 
sized, however, that there was 
no such thing as a “perfect” 
endo, meso, or ecto. In other 
words, while a person might 
display a larger percentage of 
one constitution over another, 
there was no “pure” type in 
existence. 

In fact, Sheldon had chart¬ 
ed all the numerous possibil¬ 
ities and percentages; i.e., 80 
percent ecto with 18 percent 
meso and 2 percent endo and 
the character predisposition 
to be expected. And while 
this may sound like a lot of 
hocus-pocus to some, this 
model of types, similar to nu¬ 
merous other theories on the 
subject, uncovered some 
truth. I believe Sheldon’s 
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greatest contribution, howev¬ 
er, was his insistence that . 
there is no pure type. 

Thorough Enough 

Many systems of categoriz¬ 
ing can work if they are thor¬ 
ough enough. For instance, 
while magazine/newspaper as¬ 
trology may be lacking be¬ 
cause it is based merely on a 
person’s sun sign, a complete 
astrological chart, which takes 
into account the entire range 
of planetary influences, can 
be quite exact. Similarly, a 
psychological system of cate¬

gorizing which takes into ac¬ 
count environment and cir¬ 
cumstances of the past and 
present will be more accu¬ 
rate. 

The main problem with ty¬ 
pologies (and I must admit, I 
love to play with them) is that 
they are restricting in a num¬ 
ber of ways. Take the medi¬ 
cal example: Doctors are un¬ 
der so much pressure to find 
a name for an illness, that it 
may be mislabeled. Perhaps 
there is no name yet for the 
malady. However, in the rush 
to classify, it is given a name 


that does not apply, and it im¬ 
mediately loses its identity, 
including the clues necessary 
for healing. 

In examples related to per¬ 
sonality classification, 
whether through astrology, 
psychology, gender or sexual 
preference, or the four ele¬ 
ments, many of us tend to for¬ 
get that we hold the potential 
to be wholly integrated hu¬ 
man beings. If we accept that 
we’re fiery types (masculine, 
aggressive, forward moving, 
strong intention), we may for¬ 
get that we also have the ca¬ 
pacity to be watery (feminine, 
receptive, able to yield, with a 
larger scope of perception). If 
we believe too hard in our 
earthy identities (solid, able to 
stand our ground, stubborn), 
we may lose sight of our airy 
side (analytical or philosophi¬ 
cal, able to move out of the 
way). A more obvious exam¬ 
ple would be persons so iden¬ 
tified with their particular 
gender that they lose touch 
with their other sides — not 
just with the “opposite sex” 
but that “opposite” side with¬ 
in their own psyches. 

For me, the value of “typ¬ 
ing” is that I can look at my¬ 
self bit by bit, acknowledge 
what I’m already good at and 
also what areas need a little 
work, so that I’m able to use 
all talents equally. If we can 
learn to employ categories in 
this way (as the address into 
the data, not mistaking it for 
the data), the possibilities are 
endless. ▼

Leather Propaganda 


Tell Me What You Like 

by Kate Allen; New Victoria, $9.95 

Skillful mystery writers are particularly adept at the place¬ 
ment of red herrings. Inept mystery writers hang great neon 
signs on their false leads. Between those possibilities is the mys¬ 
tery writer who, lacking skill, simply withholds information. 
Kate Allen’s new mystery novel is a frustrating read, with far too 
many scenes in which the nouns are left out of the description. 

But Allen has more of a hook than mere bad mystery writing. 
Her hero is Allison, a dyke cop with more than a passing interest 
in S/M who just happens to meet Stacy, a dominatrix with a 
heart of gold who leads her down the glorious path to consen¬ 
sual abuse but who just may be the psycho killer who has mur¬ 
dered two lesbians and seriously injured another. Since Allison 
is on vacation, her detecting is of the purely unofficial kind, 
which means that she can take fucking breaks whenever she has 
a mind to. All that sex muddies her thinking so that she misses 
out on identifying the killer until long after someone who was 
paying attention, and who has the decided advantage of all those 
nouns, would have had the person in custody. 

It may surprise you to learn that the leather dykes in this nov¬ 
el are all nicer, more articulate, and kinder to animals than any 
other lesbians in the novel. Or maybe not. Perhaps the word 
“propaganda” has already occurred to you. If you don’t really 
care about the mystery part and you’re dying to read about the 
holiest leather women ever, I can tell you what you’d like. If S/M 
is not to your taste, however, I suggest you take a pass on this 
novel. — Deborah Peifer

Time Remaining 

by James McCourt; Knopf, $21 

by Marv. Shaw 

R eady for a phantas¬ 
magoric trip through 
the last 50 years of 
the gayest lives of the 
dizziest queens ever to escape 
from No People, Nebraska, to 
Gotham and Europe? Well, 
honey, if you would like such 
a dish in a sauce of saucy 
stream-of-consciousness, 
James McCourt’s careening 
saga is for you! 

Time Remaining is narrat¬ 
ed alternately by Delancey 
and Danny O’Doyle and fea¬ 
tures a cast that calls itself the 
Eleven Against Heaven. In 
the novel, gay post-World War 
II life flashes by like a kalei¬ 
doscope of Judy, the Everard 
Baths, Miss Davis, various di¬ 
vas, Stonewall, Fire Island, 
AIDS, Sp ivy's Roof, Charles 
Ludlam, and accounts of fan¬ 
tastic but typical drag shows 
so outre that they make Paris 
Is Burning look like a cate¬ 
chism lesson. 

The first, shorter part, “I 
Go Back to the Mais Oui,” 
concentrates on the pre-1970 
era, with a recurrent flash of 
the painter Jackson Pollock, 
dead drunk, being hurled 
from his crashed car into the 
woods, where he lies like a 
fallen trunk. Counterposed to 
that image is the discovery of 
a lovely but broken kouros 
(ancient Greek statue of a 
young boy) on the island of 
Melanes. McCourt’s narrators 
know the enduring values of 
art in related images. 

Of course, such serious im¬ 
ages and ideas tend to be 
backed way into the shadows 
by the super camp of the an¬ 
tics and the style. Both are 
evident in ‘A Chance to 
Talk,” the latter two-thirds of 
this book. On a rail trip from 
Manhattan to outer Long Is¬ 
land, Odette (Danny) tells De¬ 
lancey of his trip to and about 
Europe to scatter portions of 
the ashes of the nine of the 


Eleven Against Heaven who 
have recently died (apparently 
from AIDS) in various bodies 
of water important to each: 
the Liffey in Dublin, the 
Seine in Paris, a canal near 
La Fenice in Venice, a Nor¬ 
wegian fjord, etc., etc. 


Sharp Slaps 

Referring to herself as 
“Your Mother” throughout, 
Odette includes a cultural 
commentary on the cities, the 
art in the Musee D’Orsay, the 
Rose Window of Chartres 
Cathedral, The Ring in Vien¬ 
na, and on and on — all laced 
with brief carnal memories, 
the uselessness of gay move¬ 
ments, and sharp slaps at var¬ 
ious icons. Take, for instance, 
Ayn Rand: “She was a sick 
bitch, really she was, that Al¬ 
ice Rosenbloom, and that 
ridiculous book — we called it 
AliceDrugged — had a terri¬ 


ble influence on the abused 
young, and in particular the 
children of alcoholics.” 

Not a flawless perfor¬ 
mance, the book has occasion¬ 
al slips. For example, this wit¬ 
ticism: “Let’s just say I’ve al¬ 
ways thought it was ironic 
about Stonewall — and I’ve 
never gone in for a lot of iron¬ 
ing.” 

Nevertheless, there are 
more than enough zingers to 
make up for such lapses. As 
evidence, this one about Fa¬ 
ther Bruce Ritter: "Jee-sus, 
Mary — that one! If there is 
one thing that will drive a 
fundamentally irenic woman 
like your mother straight to 
the barricades in a taxi, it’s 
these fuckin’ hypocrite Helens 
and male Mother Teresas gal¬ 
lopin’ loose in the world ... 

Though some of the refer¬ 
ences will be beyond the ken 
of many readers (who under 
age 50 remembers Claudette 
Colbert in The Palm Beach 
Story?), the assorted riches of 
Time Remaining are fasci¬ 
nating. 

The title would seem to re¬ 
fer to the time remaining to 
those who have lasted 
through the latter half of the 
century and are determined 
to memorialize it. Another 
meaning may be that the time 
that Odette and Delancey re¬ 
call now will remain with us. 
Despite the trend of the last 
two decades toward hyper¬ 
masculinity, this novel re¬ 
minds us of the daring and 
buoyancy of the gay boys 
who chose — some of the time 
— to be girls. Thanks, Mother 
McCourt! Y

D ifferent Loving i s 
not a how-to book 
for S/M novices. I 
know that because 
of the disclaimer at the very 
beginning which states in 
bold letters: “Readers should 
not attempt any of the activi¬ 
ties described in these pages.” 
That, however, is an apologia 
for the activities described 
therein. The authors stake a 
claim for sweet reason at the 
outset, lumping together all 
non-procreational sexual ac¬ 
tivity with a “take any, take

all” view of sexual prefer¬ 
ences. In this liberal world 
view, there is no judgement, 
no hierarchy, no suggestion of 
good or bad, just the reassur¬ 


ance that if a thing is desired, 
it must perforce be desirable. 

The book is organized by 
various topics: Power, Head 
Trips and Role-playing, 
Bondage, Whipping, Water 
Sports, and on and on. I sus¬ 
pect that those who are curi¬ 
ous about these activities will 
be intrigued by this book; 
those who are appalled will 
find nothing in this book to 
alter their opinions. 

Each chapter contains an 
overview of the topic, and 
lengthy interviews (mainly 
with straights although the

with practitioners of the activ¬ 
ity. The overall tone is one of 
approval, with any judgmen¬ 


tal language reserved for 
those who object to any or all 
of the practices described in 
the book. Thus, feminists 
who object to S/M (or D/S or 
B/D) are dismissed as sex-hat¬ 
ing puritans, and feminist ar¬ 
guments are misrepresented. 

The result is a book, which 
will, I suspect, change few 
minds, but which may serve 
to enlighten the uninitiated 
and to offer suggestions for 
new games to those whose 
imaginations have ceased to 
offer new thrills. Whether or 
not these are perceived as 
useful objectives will depend 
entirely on your politics. For 
me, the book was offensive, 
both in its bland, anything 
goes brand of liberalism, and 
the authors’ willingness to 
distort in order to make a 
point. ▼
